Taillon Murder Suspect A Free Man

Ronald Helton, accused of the Novem- 


ber 1969 murder of an Arlington Heights 
service station attendant, walked out of 
the Criminal Courts Building yesterday a 
free man after the charges against him 
were dropped by the state. 


Helton, now 19 years old, was freed of 


the armed robbery and murder charges 
after Circuit Court Judge Daniel J. Ryan 
sustained a defense motion to suppress 
several statements the youth made. 
Judge Ryan also found the original com- 
plaint against Helton and the arrest war- 
rant were invalid. 


Judge Ryan apparently based his deci- 


sion, in part, on testimony which in- 
dicated the Arlington Heights police 
heaped favors on Helton in return for his 
cooperation in making statements about 
the robbery-murder. 


Helton, of 419 S. Webster St., Naper- 


ville. was charged with the stabbing 
death of Fred Taillon, 64, of 661 N. Wilke 
Rd., Arlington Heights, Nov. 11,1969. 


Taillon was stabbed 13 times while he 


was working the midnight to 8 ajn. shift 
at the Arlington Park Shell service sta- 
tion at the corner of Euclid Avenue and 
Wilke Road. 


According to police reports at the time, 


Taillon tried to escape his attacker by 
crashing through a plate glass window at 
the station and running to a home at 621 
N. 
Wiike Rd. Police said Taillon 


smashed a window ai that address in an 
attempt to get help. The attacker, how- 
ever, apparently chased the man and in- 
flicted the fatal wound on the front porch 
of the home. 


The robber got away with $87, police 


said. 


THE STATE DROPPED the charges 


against Helton yesterday after Judge 
Ryan suppressed from evidence several 
written and video-tape recorded state- 
ments made by Helton in the approxi- 
mately four months following his arrest 
Dee. 19.1969. 


The judge announced his decision to 


suppress the statements and to quash the 
arrest warrant at the conclusion of sev- 
eral days of hearings on the defense mo- 
tion in the past two weeks. 


M e 1 v I n Kamm, Helton's attorney, 


charged the statements were taken in- 
voluntarily and in violation of rights 
guaranteed in the Fourth, Fifth and 
Fourteenth amendments. 


Helton was first interviewed by Arling- 


ton Heights police Dec. 26, 1969 while he 
was awaiting trial on burglary charges 
in the DuPage County jail. Police said 
they questioned Helton after they were 
informed he may have been involved in 
other gas station holdups in which a 
knife was used. 


On that day and the following day, Hel- 


ton reportedly made both oral and writ- 
ten statements to police, indicating his 
knowledge of the crime, but implicating 
three other young men. 


Judge Ryan ruled those statements 


were legal and were allowed to be in- 
troduced into evidence. 


ACCORDING TO TESTIMONY given 


at the hearings on the motions, Helton 
was arrested on the basis of a complaint 
sworn to by police Lt. George Ekblad. 
Judge Paul O'Malley then issued an ar- 
rest warrant. 


Kamm argued the complaint was im- 


proper because it did not show any" prob- 
able cause. He said the arrest warrant 
was also Improper because there was no 
probable cause. 


Judge Ryan agreed. In his ruling he 


said there was no Inclusion of probable 
cause and added that although Ekblad 
may have given additional information 
under oath, there is no record of such 
testimony because there was no court re- 
porter to the courtroom. "They didn't 
state how they knew Helton committed 
those crimes," Judge Ryan said. 


Kamm also attacked the probable 


cause question on the basis of the treat- 
ment of Helton while he was being held 
In the Arlington Heights police station. 


"II there was probable cause on Dec. 


29," Kamm asked, "What happened to it 
two days later when the police allowed 
him (Helton) to leave the jail accom- 
panied only by his parents? It was not in 
the complaint and it did not exist two 
days later when they allowed him to 
leave the jail." 


Ronald Magnes, assistant state's attor- 


ney, had argued the police had antici- 
pated Helton would be a state's witness. 


Helton was arraigned before Judge 


O'Malley in the Arlington Heights court 
Dec. 31. In the next three and one-half 
months he reportedly made at least sev- 
en more statements, all of which are 
said to contradict each other. 


IN 
SUPPRESSING 
THOSE state- 


ments, the last of which reportedly con- 
tained a confession by Helton, Judge 
Ryan ruled they had been obtained 
through mental coercion. 


The judge said initially there was no 


indication Helton expressly waived his . 
rights to an attorney after he was ad- 
vised of his rights. Judge Ryan noted one 
of the statements was taken shortly after 
Helton was arraigned, and was attended 
by Arlington Heights and Rolling Mead- 
ows police and Joseph Poduska, assist- 
ant state's attorney, but not by the public 
defender which had been appointed at 
the arraignment. 


Another consideration in his ruling, the 


judge said, was that Helton was detained 
in the Arlington Heights police station 
from the date of his arraignment through 
April 14, 1971, in violation of a writ or- 
dering him to be sent to the Cook County 
jail. 


That order was made by Judge 


O'Malley at the arraignment. Poduska, 
however, reportedly told police to keep 
Helton in Arlington Heights because 
there was no room at the county jail. 


Judge Ryan noted that during the next 


106 days Helton was kept in Arlington 
Heights, and was rewarded with several 
favors. Kamm argued, and Judge Ryan 
agreed, statements made in return for 
reward are invalid. 


DURING HELTON'S STAY in the Ar- 


lington Heights jail, Judge Ryan said, 
the youth was treated as a trustee, de- 
spite the fact he was being held without 
bond on a murder charge. 


The judge said Helton was often kept in 


an unlocked cell, was paid $10 per week 
to "sweep up around the jail," and was 
allowed to leave the jail in the presence 
of his parents and policemen. Kamm 
said Helton was taken on Tuesday night 
bowling trips with detectives who also 
purchased model boats for the youth to 
work on in his cell. 


Sometime during the evening of April 


14, police said Helton called a detective 
'to his cell and confessed he committed 
the crime. Kamm said Helton refused to 
repeat that statement the following day 
after he consulted with a public defend- 
er. The defense attorney said Helton told 
him when he was returned to his cell 
that day, "they had taken the mattress 
out of my cell and broke all my boats." 


In arguing his motion Kamm also told 


the judge he was unaware of at least 
three statements Helton had made to po- 
lice until the hearings started. recently. 
Only then, he said, was he given copies 
of the statements. Magnes told the judge 
he turned them over to defense counsel 
the day he received them from the Ar- 
lington Heights police, almost two years 
after Helton gave the information. 


NOTING STILL ANOTHER irregular- 


ity, Judge Ryan questioned why Judge 
O'Malley admonished Helton as to his 
rights during the arraignment. The judge 
said the responsibility for warning a man 
of his rights rests with the police at the 
time of arrest. "Why would the magis- 
trate advise the man he has the right to 
an attorney after he has already appoint- 
ed a public defender," Judge Ryan 
asked. "And why wasn't that public de- 
fender present a short time later when a 
video-tape statement was taken?" 


After the ruling, Magnes said he felt he 


had no other alternative but to request 
the charges against Helton be stricken 
with leave to reinstate. The prosecutor 


also said he plans to appeal the judge's 
ruling to the appellate court. 


The dropping of the charges indicates 


the state has little or no other evidence 
they can use apainst the Naperville 
youth. 
' •

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Pupil Expulsion Law Called Sensible By Wayne Schaible 


Expulsion of a pupil from Schaumburg 


Township School Dist. 54 is something 
Supt. Wayne Schaible doesn't believe in 
or remember ever happening during his 
six years with the district. 


Schaible commented on recent legisla- 


tion that tells school districts they must 
grant a board of education hearing or 
appoint a hearing officer for a pupil the 
district wishes to expel or suspend. He 
called the legislation "sensible." 


"It's something this district has been 


practicing all along," he said. Schaible 
said he personally does not believe that 
expelling a pupil solves anyone's prob- 
lem. 
"Dist. 54 has had no expulsions 


since I've been superintendent," he 
added. 


Suspensions come to the board of edu- 


cation's attention in his monthly report, 
but are never made a public issue, said 
Schaible. 


"Part of our purpose when we suspend 


a pupil is to get the parents in to talk to 
the school principal, said Schaible.

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Determined Strikers Start Hurting

The strike headquarters is a 'rickety 


trailer that shakes when you walk inside. 
It sits just east of the Honeywell plant in 
Arlington Heights where '550 workers 
walked off the job four weeks ago after a 
contract dispute. 


The trailer was crowded Tuesday af- 


ternoon with disgruntled picketers, some 
of them waiting to-take their three-hour 
shifts on the line, others just passing the 
time of day and at least one woman who 
is feeling the financial blow of jobless- 
ness. 


The young brunette approached 
a 


union steward and reported her elec- 
tricity was shut off. The union "welfare ' 
check" hadn't reached the utility com- 
pany in time. 


A few telephone calls were made and 


shortly the matter was cleared up. "The 
check should be there tomorrow," the 
steward assured her 


The woman is receiving aid from the 


United Electrical Union Local 1114, be- 
cause she is one of the worst in need. 
Without another job and dependents at 
home, she gets funds to help her through 
the trying days of the strike. 


She applied to the union's welfare com- 


mittee and was accepted. Others who 
hold part-time jobs or whose husbands or 
wife are working must fend for them- 
selves. 


Mrs. Terry DeFelice, a picket captain, 


has secured her second job during the 
strike.

was "on strike." Her husband is working 
and she is not eligible for the union sup- 
plement, "So we need the other job," she 
explained. 


"I'm a little worried about where the 


tuition money is coming from,' for the, 
two college students. "And the payment 
on the car hasn't been paid yet this 
month." 


Ih order to take her turn walking the 


picket line, she will pay a babysitter $25 
"because school is out this week. It's less 
when they're in school," she said. 


Picketers said Tuesday that their 


group insurance policies have been ter- 
minated. Mrs. DeFelice transferred her- 
self and the children to her husband's 
policy. "But you should talk to the wi- 
dows and widowers . . . we have a lot.of 
them here," she said. 


Mrs. DeFelice doesn't like walking out- 


side the plant. She says she'd much rath- 
er be working. "But we want to have 
better working conditions," she said as 
she pulled an umbrella over her head to 
keep the cold wind away. 


"We'll keep coming back, day after 


day. We've frozen out here and the worst 
weather is over. Through it all, nobody's 
weakened." 


Steward Larry Masek has worked for 


Honeywell for 21 years and participated 
in two other strikes. "I know what we're 
up against," he said. "And I've been this 
route before. We won't quit." 


The 47-year-old tool room machinist 


said union officials are "looking into un- 
fair labor practices," after it was dis- 
closed that Honeywell officials have 
hired 100 temporary workers. 


TONY BARTOLINI, Honeywell spokes- 


man, said the new workers, along with 
salaried employes who are not on strike, 
"will help the company meet customer 
needs." The part-time workers will be 
released when the strike is settled, he 
said. 


The union employes are bitter about 


what they call "strike breakers" and the 
letters they have been receiving from 
Honeywell management urging them to 
return to work. They are somewhat 
amazed that delivery trucks are break- 
ing through the picket lines with escorts 
by Arlington Heights police. 


"Come around her Friday," said Mrs. 


DeFelice. "We're going to have a mass 
protest and may stop the trucks." 


By the determined tone of the small 


woman's voice, she meant business. A 
fellow striker standing nearby, nodded 
his head, "Be here and see."

Elmhurst) to Randhurst. The fees will be 
from 35 to 50 cents depending on the 
length of the ride. 


Bus company officials have figured a 


$9 an hour cost, which they hope will be 
offset by riders' fares.

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Even Congress Has To Do Its Spring Housecleaning 


Congress apparently has some spring 


house cleaning of its own to do, and took 
this last short work week to attend to a 
few minor chores. In the Senate, for ex- 
ample, the lawmakers gave authorization 
to spend $17,000 for replacement of the 
fabric on the wall panels in the galleries 
of the Senate. And on a much bigger 
scale, all of Congress was involved in a 
continuing debate over whether to re- 
model its porch. 


The debate centers on the proposla to 


extend the west front of the U.S. Capitol. 
Foes of the plan say the whole thing is a 
boondoggle and part of attempts by a 
group called the Commission on Exten- 
sion of the Capitol to enlarge the build- 
ing. 


One of the strongest foes of the project, 


Rep. Sam Stratton of New York, says the 
whole project should be voted on by Con- 
gress instead of Congress just imple- 
menting the recommendations of the 
commission. 


On perhaps a more serious note, much 


debate occurred last week on the con- 
troversial matter of the Federal Water 
Pollution Control Act. Labled by Con- 
gressman Philip Crane (r-l3th) as an un- 
practical and unworkable proposal, the 
proposed act would attempt to set firm 
standards In the matter of waste and ef- 
effluent. 


Throughout the various amendments, 


Crane and Democratic Congressman Ab- 
ner Mlkva are voting almost directly op- 
posite each other. 


In its final action last week, Congress 


decided to close for its spring vacation — 
no doubt in part to avoid the hordes of 
tourists which traditionally come to 
Washington the week of Easter school 
vacations. Sessions convened April 4.

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Drivers Here 
Are Sloivest, 
Study Finds

DETROIT (UPI) - New York and Los 


Angeles have the reputation of being the 
two toughest cities in the United States 
tot driving. 


In fact, the Long Island Expressway 


out of New York is Jokingly called the 
world's longest parking lot. 


But there's evidence that New York 


and Los Angeles have come by their rep- 
utations somewhat unfairly. 


A study of driving habits by car own- 


ers, sponsored by the Coordinating Re- 
search Council, indicates New York driv- 
ers spend less time in their cars, and 
drive farther, than the drivers in some 
other cities in the country. 


CHICAGO DRIVERS, for. example, 


spend more time every weekday behind 
the wheel than those In New York and 
Houston, Tex. Chicagoans spend 88 min- 
utes driving each day, to 85 minutes for 
New York and Houston motorists. Los 
Angeles drivers and those in Cincinnati, 
spend about 70 minutes on the road each 
weekday. 


And although they spend less time 


driving. New Yorkers drive farther each 
day — about 38 miles — while Chicago 
drivers, who spend more time in the car, 
travel only 35 miles Los Angeles drivers, 
who spend considerably less time at the 
wheel, also drive less — about 32 miles. 


Los Angeles Is noted for having the 


largest network of high-speed highways, 
but it isn't borne out by the survey, 
which was funded by the U S Environ- 
mental Protection Agency, the Automo- 
bile Manufacturers Association and the 
American Petroleum Institute. 


Los Angeles traffic moves at an aver- 


age speed of 24.7 miles per hour against 
2S.4 m p h, for New York and 25 2 m p h 
in Houston 


Chicago is slowest of all the cities sur- 


veyed. 22.9 m p h. Cincinnati, a relative- 
ly small city, also is quite slow, at 23 9 
mp.h 


The fastest city traffic of all Is in the 


Twin Cities of Minneapolis and St Paul 
where motorists average 26.3 m p.h. 


ON WEEKENDS. Los Angeles and 


New York drivers spend the least 
amount of time m their cars and drive 
the shortest distances. 


Chicagoans spend one hour and 10 min- 


utes driving on the weekend and travel

The survey was conducted to deter- 


mine how car owners in major cities 
from coast to coast actually drive their 
cars, so the findings could be used as a 
basis for establishing laboratory tests 
for emission control devices on new au- 
tomobiles Data on how cars are driven 
is important because emission levels 
vary with different operating conditions 
such as idling, acceleration and decelera- 
tion.

NEW YORK - In the early 1900s a 


group of Russian scientists reported that 
rabbits developed hardening of the ar- 
teries after being fed a diet heavy with 
animal fats and cholesterol. 


Ever since then the correlation be- 


tween a diet high in cholesterol and satu- 
rated fats and heart and other circulato- 
ry diseases has been shown time after 
time in most laboratory animals. A sim- 
ilar relationship in man is thought to ex- 
ist but there had not been definitive stud- 
ies linking diet with the nation's highest 
incidence of heart disease. 


Late in 1670, the Inter-Society Commis- 


sion for Heart Disease issued a report on 
the subject that is probably the most 
complete and authoritative discussion of 
the subject to date. The ISCHD is com-

posed of more than 100 specialists in car- 
diovascular disease representing 29 lead- 
ing health organizations. 


THE COMMISSION recommended bas- 


ic changes in the American diet to help 
cut down on coronary heart disease in 
this country, The Doctors' Save-Your- 
Heart Diet is based upon these findings. 


"Cardiovascular diseases, most notab- 


ly atherosclerosis, constitute the greatest 
health threat to the developed countries 
of the modern world. They are respon- 
sible for over one-half of the mortality in 
the 
United States 
and 
almost in- 


calculable disability," wrote Dr. Irving 
Wright, chairman of the commission. 


The facts about the toll these diseases 


take are well established, he said, but 
"needed research for the control of these 
dieases and the development of more ef- 
fective methods of applying presently 
available knowledge have been handi- 
capped by the lack of adequate re- 
sources." 


Dr. Wright described the three lines of 


defense in medical care, each important 
in the control of cardio-vascular disease: 


"It has become increasingly clear that 


the first line of defense of medical care 
is the informed patient and his family. If 
the individual does not understand what 
he must do to preserve health, and if he 
is not prepared to take the appropriate 
steps to obtain this help, all of the 
world's medical knowledge will be of 
little value. 


.THE SECOND LINE of defense is 
made up of individuals and institutions to 
whom the patient will first turn for help 
— the physician, the clinic, the neighbor- 
hood health center or the hospital. 


The third echelon of defense, he said, 


is "regretably in a very early and in- 
adequate stage of development — the 
identification and control of environmen- 
tal factors which adversely affect human 
health: control of the pollutant of air, 
water and food; the supervision of dieta- 
ry ingredients to insure healthful food 
products; and the control of advertising 
of harmful products; for example, to- 
bacco."

The Lighter Side 


Dear Dr. Lamb - I have been told 


that a drop at honey in the eye every day 
will dissolve the cataracts. Is this true or 
false? Your comments will be appre- 
ciated. 


Dear Reader — False. A cataract in- 


volves a coagulation of the protein in the 
lens of the eye which means that the 
cells in the clearllke lens become clouded 
and can't transmit light. 


There are several causes for cataracts 


including severe electrical shock and 
they are more common in diabetes. 


The most widely accepted theory of the 


cause of the usual form of cataracts, 
though, Is that they are a natural process 
of aging. The lens of the eye is made up 
of the same type of tissue that forms the 
skin over the body. You know that the 
skin constantly forms new cells and we 
slough off the old cells at the surface of 
the skin. The lens of the eye also con- 
stantly forms new cells but it can not 
discard them at its surface since the lens 
is imbedded inside the eye. 


The lens of the eye grows larger and 


larger through the years and the cells 
that make up the lens are packed tighter 
and tighter together in the center of the 
lens. Eventually these tightly packed 
cells become opaque and form cataracts. 
Unfortunately, nature designed this sys- 
tem to be sufficiently complex that it is 
not likely to be fazed by a drop of honey. 
About the only thing that this treatment 
could do is to cause irritation at the sur- 
face of the eye. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I am a junior in 


high school and involved in athletics. I 
think I have a hernia of the testicles and 
it appears that some of the coils extend 
into my abdomen. When I exert myself I 


feel an itching discomfort in the area. 
When I went for a physical to participate ' 
in sports my physician checked me for a 
hernia but he overlooked it. Is this pos- 
sible? 


Dear Reader — Yes, it is possible to 


miss the presence of a hernia. The type 
that you are concerned about can slide in 
or out of the abdomen and if, for one 
reason or another, it is not out, it is pos- 
sible to miss the hernia. 


There is another possibility. You may 


not really have a hernia. There is anoth- 
er condition that is associated with the 
dilation of the veins to the testicles much 
like varicose veins in the legs that cause 
the testicle and the area to be enlarged 
and feel like a bag of worms. These are 
not necessarily harmful.

Are Billboards A Safety Factor?

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Federal 


highway program, as presently envis- 
ioned, provides for the removal of road- 
side billboards. 


In that connection, Meramec Caverns, 


one of the leading tourist attractions in 
Stanton, Mo., conducted a survey among 
5,000 motorists to see how they felt about 
billboards. 


Eighty-five per cent were recorded as 


being in favor of them. 


Since Meramec Caversn depends heav- 


ily on billboard advertising to preserve . 
its status as one of the leading tourist 
attractions in Stanton, Mo., the survey 
may not have been entirely objective. 


It's sort of like ITT polling 5,000 news- 


paper readers to see how they felt about 
Jack Anderson. Nevertheless, the results 
are illuminating. For this reason: 


MANY OF the motorists said bill- 


boards keep them from falling asleep 
while driving. This is somethiog the 
Transportation Department should con- 
sider as it moves to rid the roadside of 
billboards. 


For if the elimination program causes 


more drivers to doze off at the wheel, it 
may prove counter-productive. 


Billboards are being removed to en- 


hance the roadside scenery. Scenery, 
however, has a soothing, relaxing effect 


on the beholder, and may induce somno- 
lence. 


Billboards, on the other hand, help 


keep a motorist alert by stirring up his 
adrenalin. 


As he drives along, a motorist becomes 


incensed over having his view of the 


landscape blocked by billboards. By the 
time he gets to Phoenix, he may be 
seething with anger. And thus in a prop- 
er state of wakefulness. 


In this manner, billboards play an im- 


portant role in highway safety. 


And if their removal continues without 


the development of a substitute irritant 
to keep motorists infuriated, we may wit- 
ness a sharp increase in traffic acci- 
dents. 


Some day drivers may be able to stay 


awake without billboards. It's something 
to look forward to.

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Commuter Cruises 
To Start Monday 


For Chicago and North Western Rail- 


way commuters, spring arrives Monday 
morning. 


That's when Chicago's famed commu- 


ter cruisers resume their seasonal shut- 


• tling of North Western commuters across 
the Loop on the Chicago River. 


Captain Albert Borgstrom, president of 


Wendell a Sightseeing Co., which operates 
the cruisers, said the ships will take 
commuters non-stop across downtown 
with rush-hour departures from both 
Loop water terminals every 10 minutes. 


Borgstrom's 65-foot flagship, "Wen- 


della," seating 140 passengers, and its 
sister ship, "Sunliner," another 65-footer 
seating 108, will cover the Chicago River 
course — from the Riverside Plaza 
Building at Madison Street to the landing 
dock adjacent to the Wrigley Building on 
Michigan Avenue — in seven minutes. 


During the morning rush, commuter 


cruisers will leave the Madison Street 
dock at the Riverside Plaza Building at 
10-minute intervals beginning at 7:45 
a.m. with the last eastbound departure at 
9 a.m. In the evening rush, the cruisers 
. will depart from the Michigan Avenue 
dock every 10 minutes beginning at 4:45 
p.m. and continuing until 5:25 p.m. 


THE FIRST 
MORNING departure 


from Michigan Avenue will be at 7:53, 


with a departure every 10 minutes until 
8:43 a.m. Eastbound evening departures 
will begin from Riverside Plaza at 4:53 
p.m. and continue every 10 minutes until 
5:33 p.m. 


Tickets are 35 cents a ride when pur- 


chased in books of 10 at the North West- 
ern's downtown terminal or at either of 
the boat docks. Single ride tickets are 40 
cents and may be purchased at either of 
the boat docks. 


At the Riverside Plaza end, an en- 


closed stairway built by the North West- 
ern leads to an enclosed waiting room 
and loading dock at the river level. 


While there will be no regularly sched- 


uled boat service during off-peak midday 
hours, the cruisers will make connections 
with North Western trains by pre-ar- 
r a n g e m e n t for rail-boat excursion 
groups.

Sunday 
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Road To Reality; Public Schools For Mentally 111 
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Makes 3-Year-Old Mentally III? 


by BETSY BROOKEH 


How ean children — children as young 
•s three years old - be mentally ill? 


There Is no simple answer. A com- 


bination of factors both physical and so- 
cial have put so much stress on these 
children they have lost the ability to deal 
effectively with reality. 


According to special teacher Micki 


MeLane, "there are as many contrib- 
uting factors as there are symptoms." 


Mieki and 33 other staff members oper- 


ate the Dwyer School in Arlington 
Heights for children with "emotional dis- 
abilities." The elementary school, along 
with a high school program and a coun- 
seling center, are operated by an eight- 
school district cooperative known as the 
Northwest Education Cooperative. The 
program is called the "Center For Child 
and Family Studies." 


APPROXIMATELY 100 children have 


been placed in the program because 
their presence in a regular school caused 
problems and they were subsequently 
diagnosed as having a serious emotional 
problem. 


The problem ean be strictly emotional, 


or in some cases it is combined with a 
physical problem. A minority of the chil- 
dren have a "learning disability" which 
means they have trouble doing school 
work because of some impairment of the 
central nervous system. Often they were 
mocked or punished for their handicap. 
In defense, they became angry or with- 
drawn. 


Mental illness ean be a contagious 


tiling according to teacher's aide Vir- 
ginia Zimmerman. 


"A lot of pathology is handed down 


from parent to child." It is difficult for a 
child to be healthy when his parents are 
sick. 


In other eases, the illness is a reaction 


to the pressures of a fast moving 
society =- pressures which fragment 
family unity. An absentee father or im- 
peding divorce ean alienate a child from 
all social groups. He feels rejected, un- 
loved and again reacts with anger or 
withdrawal. 


But pointing the finger at the parents 


is not the answer, according to the teach- 
ers. They point out that "parenthood is a 
tough job. but no one Is trained for it. 
They are blamed but they are not 
trained." Directors of the program try to 
give the parents training in the adult 
counseling program. 


BUT FOR all of the staff's counseling 


and diagnosis, many of the children's 
problems remain a mystery. 


"You 
can have two kids in the same 


environment and one will be disturbed 
while the other is not. No one knows 
why," said the teachers. 


The staff is able to get 75 per cent of 


their children back into a regular school 
in one to three years, But the remaining 
25 per cent must stay in the school full 
time until they graduate. 


John is a typical success story. Mid- 


way through his second grade year, his 
grades began falling. His teacher com- 
plained that he sat by himself daydream- 
ing most of the day and wouldn't play 
with any of the other children. When she 
tried to help him, he didn't seem to 
hear her. After a battery of tests, John 
was transferred to Dwyer School. 


John's problems in school began just 


about the time his father moved out the 
house. His father came back a week lat- 
er but things were never the same. Ang- 
ry fights and threats had driven him into 
a fantasy world where he could escape 
something too big and too frightening for 
him to understand, 


John continued to be withdrawn during 


problem but they didn't understand it 
themselves. They were both college 
graduates. So why was Jane dumb? And 
then there were the temper tantrums. 
They tried punishment and they tried ap- 
peasement. But nothing worked. Their 
life was becoming a nightmare. 


As soon as Jane arrived at Dwyer 


School she was scheduled for weekly ses- 
sions with the learning disabilities thera- 
pist. In class she found it-wasn't easy to 
get away with a screaming fit. After sev- 
eral months of special attention and re- 
lief from competition, she began to relax. 
Today, Jane's behavior has stabilized. 
The tantrums have stopped but she still 
has a long way to go to learn how to live 
with her disability. 


ONCE IN the program most of the 


children, at least those old enough to re- 
member their regular school, are re- 
lieved. One teenager summed it up when

his first weeks at Dwyer School. But he 
couldn't continue to ignore the staff's ap- 
proaches. Everytime he turned around, a 
teacher or an aid or a psycholgist was 
there, smiling at him, giving him the at- 
tention and the security he didn't get at 
home. Then things began to get better at 
home, too. His parents were attending a 
therapy session once a week. Home still 
wasn't a peaceful place but the scream- 
ing had stopped. 


JOHN BEGAN his fourth grade year 


back at his regular school. He was be- 
hind in his school work and needed spe- 
cial tutoring. And he still met with a psy- 
chologist a few hours a week. But he 
was on the road to recovery. 


Jane, on the other hand, wasn't so 


lucky. By the time she was 10 years old 
she was a defeated little girl. Becausa of 
a learning disability she had never been 
able to read. It wasn't so bad in the be- 
ginning, but as she got older and all the 
other children mastered the skill, she 
was laughed at and scorned. Jane didn't 
know why she was different. It made her 
angry. 


Jane's parents tried to cope with the 


care. The schools arc unique not only be- 
cause of-their students, but also because 
they arc supported by local funds — both 
local and federal. In a three-part series, 
Education Writer Betsy Brookcr exam- 
ines the new mental health program. 


he said: "Regular school is just a lot of 
bull, I like it much better here. They 
care more here," 


But to Roger, who just moved back to 


a regular high school, the special pro- 
"gram was nothing more than "a deten- 
tion house for juvenile delinquents." He 
feels there was not enough discipline and 
regimentation in the special school: "Ev- 
erything was disorganized. There was 
nothing to do." 


Sixteen year old Mike says the special 


school is "like a family. Everyone tries 
to understand everyone else. It feels so 
close. I've learned to trust here and to 
open up." 
' 


"It's fantastic here," added a 15-year- 


old girl. "I wouldn't be going to school if 
I had to go to a regular school. When 
things get screwed up at home, I can 
look forward to coming here." 


At least a quarter of the parents agree 


with the enthusiastic teens. They look at 
the program as a godsend. Before it 
was established, many went through an 
almost hopeless search for help, with the 
threat of institutionalization looming on 
the horizon. 


. 
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"It was almost too good to be true 


when I heard about the program," said 
one mother. "I was really thrilled. Now I 
have help." 


But not all of the parents share her 


enthusiasm. Another quarter of them ab- 
solutely refuse to participate in any 
counseling sessions. The remainder are 
participating but they are still wary of 
the program. 


Roger's mother, for example, is not 


convinced the program helped at all. 
She says he would have changed any- 
way. And she is concerned about what 
happens to the students after they reach 
18 years. 


"Do they just throw them out on the 


street?" 


THE CENTER'S administrators have a 


big sell job on their hands. To make the 
program a full success they must secure 
more confidence and cooperation from 
the parents. And to keep it going at all 
they must hold on tp the support of the 
school district officials. 


The question of school district support 


is basically financial. While the center is 
virtually autonomous, it is still depend- 
ent on its supporting school districts. The 
districts pay on a per student basis and 
many times the 'number of children a 
district sends to the program depends on 
the amount of money available. 


Center administrators complain that 


school psychology finally arrived just 
about the time the cry for fiscal respon- 
sibility began. 


"Why 
is it that when the belt tight- 


ening starts the special service programs 
are the first to go?" ask psychologist 
Thomas Smith. 


Smith argues that a tight budget is one 


of the primary reasons a district should 
support the center. He says it saves mon- 
ey. 


"No individual district can afford to 


provide all of the services the coopera- 
tive offers, and wouldn't have enough 
children to justify it. But together the 
districts can." 


In addition, Smith says the districts 


save money by hiring professionals with- 
in a program, rather than having to go 
out to an independent professional. It 
costs the cooperative $15,000 to provide 
150 diagnostic work ups. No one psy- 
chologist, says Smith, will do that much 
work for the same $15,000. 


But economy isn't what is driving the 


center's staff. Their cause is the kids. 


"There are more kids in psychological 


trouble today than ever before," said 
Smith. "We can help keep some of them 
out of mental institutions. 
Carla Stuart can touch her nose — can you?

Let's Ease 


Jimmy, Quick, It's Starting! 


TV Violence 
County Line 


Beneath the rivers of crime and 


violence which run across this 
country lies a bubbling spring 
which is an important source of the 
problem. 


The spring is the television vio- 


lence which appears 
hour after 


hour, day after day, month after 
month, on this nation's TV screens. 


Until recently, the federal gov- 


ernment chose to do little about 
such violence — until Jesse Stein- 
feld. the surgeon general of the 
United States, concluded in a re- 
port that violence might be detri- 
mental to children who are pre- 
disposed to violence. 


Steinfeld's report prompted a 


series of hearings, sponsored by 
the Senate subcommittee on com- 
munications, to determine further 
what is the impact of TV violence 
on children. 


Most of the witnesses agreed that 


indeed there was too much blood- 
shed in TV programming. Solu- 
tions varied, however. A rating 
system, similar to the motion pic- 
ture GF-R-X system, was sug- 
gested, as well as a variety of net- 
work and FCC controls to keep 
mindless violence away from young 
viewers. 


A rating system, however, would 


do little to keep impressionable 
children under twelve years of age 
from the television set. The unique 
voluntary nature of TV — you don't 
pay $1.50 for the privilege of sitting 
in a darkened theater to watch it, 
you merely turn it on in your living 
room — suggests that stiffer con- 
trols are needed. 


Naturally, there is a reluctance 


among members of the commu- 


nications industry to participate in 
any censorship or voluntary con- 
trols. "Control" has never been a 
prominent feature of commercial 
TV; the medium is dominated and 
controlled by advertisers who ca- 
ter to the tyranny of the rating ser- 
vices. That kind of system does not 
encourage balanced programming. 


H ow e v e r , against the back- 


ground of freedom lies a threat to 
our children from the continued 
mindless presentation of televised 
bloodshed often in the context of 
children's programming. It is time 
for action, as the networks and the 
advertisers have failed to take ac- 
tion in the past. 


We encourage the FCC, under 


the pressure it has received in the 
Senate hearings, to take action. 
Like the networks, the FCC has 
been notably cowardly in taking 
firm command of television, but it 
does possess the machinery to lim- 
it and control the violence on TV. 


If we are looking for specifics, 


the British Broadcasting Corp. 
(BBC) recently issued a code of 
tough rules which the FCC might 
consider. In adult drama pro- 
grams, violence is not ruled out, 
but it must arise naturally in the 
story. Tougher rules were offered, 
however, for children's program- 
ming. 


Beyond the issue of violence is 


control of television. Have we 
created a monster which cannot be 
controlled by — or be accountable 
to — the public? Or, for the sake of 
our children and our society, can 
we take the beast and harness him 
for good — or, at least, to control 
its anti-societal impulses?

NEW YORK (UPI) - What happens to 


* "company" town when the company 
puns out because it no longer can oper- 
ate economically under present state and 
federal pollution standards? 


Such a town is Saltville, Va., an Ap- 


palachian community of 2,469 tucked 
away in a valley 83 miles southwest of 
Roanoke and 24 miles from Virginia 
Highlands Community College at Abing- 
don. Since 1885, three generations of 
workers have been economically and 
psychologically dependent on the Olin 
Corp.'s soda ash plant which was closed 
recently because it couldn't make money 
under new pollution standards. Six-hun- 
dred already have lost Jobs; 3,000 area 
residents are affected one way or anoth- 
er. 


It's a classic case of a town hit by the 


backlash of progress. It can curl up and 
die slowly, or it can adjust to the 20th 
century and fight back. Saltville has cho- 
sen to fight and could well be an in- 
spiration for many small towns caught in 
the same dilemma, according to Vir- 
ginia's Division of Industrial Devel- 
opment. 


WHEN VIRGINIA Highlands Commu- 


nity College heard early in 1971 of the 
impending shutdown, it went into action. 
The college decided to set up a Job Pre- 
paredness Center in Saltville to operate 
through December, 1973. It would offer 
retraining, catch-up education, coun- 
seling tor the unemployed and, in gener- 
al, act as a tranquilizer to ease commu- 
nal anxieties. Many residents not only 
didn't want to go elsewhere for work, 
they were not equipped to do so. Local 
organizations, the Kiwanis and Home 
Demonstration clubs, also pitched in. 
The Town Council decided to sponsor the 
college program, and Olin donated a 
modern building in the center of town as 


the hub for all this activity. 


T. W. Lowe and Malcolm Haynes were 


among the hundreds who found hope and 
assistance at the center after it opened 
July, 1971. 


Lowe, a quiet, middle-aged man who 


had worked 12 years as a mechanic at 
Olin, now spends afternoons studying 
basic English, mathematics and science. 
Haynes, 42, and the father of five, 
worked for Olin for 23 years. Today he 
studies electronics technology four eve- 
nings a week and helps fellow job seek- 
ers during the day to prepare for new 


• careers. 


EACH DAY AT the center, between 2 


p.m. and 9 p.m., dozens of Saltville men 
and workmen learn new skills — blue 
print reading, practical electricity and 
electronics, fork lift truck handling, ma- 
chinist work, shop math, key punch oper- 
ations, anything that leads to a job. Hay- 
nes, who showed up at the center the day 
it opened and proved such a natural 
leader that he was appointed special 
training instructor, conducts the pro- 
gram. He also attends the community 
college at night to get a degree in elec- 
tronic technology. 


Lowe, the ex-mechanic, admits he was 


"very embarrassed" by his lack of for- 
mal education on his first visit to the 
center. But that feeling soon disappeared 
after he got into the swing of studying 
three hours a day. He is confident of get- 
ting an equivalency diploma and a job, 
making it possible for his daughter to 
attend Radford College, a family dream. 
He may have to travel to find a job in 
the area, but he's willing. 


A few Saltville men have found jobs. A 


former Olin foreman who got his'equiva- 
lency diploma and a job through the cen- 
ter in one week now is a foreman at 
HAPCO, an area company that makes 
aluminum poles.

Many veterans' families evidently 


don't realize that minor children of most 
veterans may be able to qualify for an 
orphan's pension under a 1960 law. 


This benefit is not limited to disabled 


veterans, or cases of service-connected 
death. It's one of the survivor benefits of 
any veteran who served 90 days or more 
during a period of war or armed conflict, 
and that covers an estimated 90 per cent 
of all vets. Both wives and children are 
eligible for the pension, actually, but not 
many widows meet the qualifications. 


First, a widow must remain unmar- 


ried. Further, she must have been mar- 
ried to the vet for at least a year or 
borne his child. But of those who meet 
these tests most exceed the limits on oth- 
er income. If it's more than $2,300 a 
year, including Social Security — or 
$3,500 for a widow supporting minor chil- 
dren — there's no pension.' 


A MINOR child, however, qualifies for 


the $40 a month orphan's pension so long 
as his or her own income doesn't exceed 
$2,000 a year. He child is eligible for the 
pension when there is no eligible widow 
— that is, if she has died or remarried. 
But in addition to the income ceiling, 


there's a "net worth" test that's applied 
by the VA. Depending on the assets 
owned by the child — regardless of 
whether they produce income — it may 
be ruled that the assets are sufficient to 
provide some or all of the child's sup- 
port. 
•For this reason, a writer in the Journal 


of the Society of Chartered Life Under- 
writers suggests that it may be advisable 
for a veteran to arrange for his entire 
estate to pass to his wife. 


So long as the recipient remains un- 


married, the orphan's pension continues 
to age 18, or to age 23 if he or she is 
attending a VA-approved school. 


There are, besides this pension, two 


other income benefits available to veter- 
ans' survivors when death is service-con- 
nected. Either wartime or peacetime ser- 
vice qualifies the veteran. Whether death 
is service-connected is determined, in 
each case, by the VA. 


Widows, orphans (in the absence of an 


eligible widow) and payments under the 
D e p e n d e n c y and .Indemnity Com- 
pensation program — DIC for short. 


A WIDOW, so long as she remains un- 


married, receives a monthly payment 
determined by the veteran's last pay 
grade — ranging from $390 for a lieuten- 
ant general to $172 for a private. The 


orphan's benefit is $88 a month. 


Parents who were dependent on the 


veteran for at least half their support 
can qualify for compensation where an- 
nual income doesn't exceed 
$2,300 


(single) or $3,500 (couple). Size of the 
monthly payments is scaled to income. 


Also available in the case of service- 


connected death is Dependents' Educa- 
tional Assistance, for both widows and 
orphans. About one veteran in 10, it's es- 
timated, leaves his survivors eligible. 


A beneficiary attending a VA-approved 


school receives $175 a month for nine 
months of the year. It's a four-year bene- 
fit that can pay, in all, $6,300. But fewer 
than 5 per cent of the eligible widows, 
VA records show, take advantage of it.

education 
So enjoyable did she 
find 


these occasions that later through book 
mg agents and lecture bureaus, she en 
tertamed hundreds of organizations in 
and out of Illinois 


"It's a wonderful experience " she ex- 


claimed ' I found out what works with 
people " 


Over the yeais she has also done free 


lance illustt ation and taught class after 
class of private lessons m drawing and 
painting 


Today she is listed in the state directo 


ry of program suggestions of the Illinois 
Federation of Women's Clubs Her four 
basic progiams are flexible enough to 


adapt to any group and provide enough 
material for an all-new program for re- 
turn engagements All of her programs 
are laced with humor, all include au 
dience participation, all draw upon the 
experiences and scenes encountered in 
her many years of travel 


"THIS COLORFUL WORLD" focuses 


on color and how people respond to it 
Starting with a color mass Miss Gardner 
develops a landscape step by step "I 
stress the things we don't see unless we 
really look " she said The program in 
eludes a profile portrait of someone in 
the audience, but a portrait that begins 
with color 


"What's My Line," on the other hand,

George Dern, was Secretary of War un- 
der Franklin D Roosevelt His mother's 
family are the MacLeishes, including the 
famous poet, Archibald MacLeish 


His father's law partner, back in Illi- 


nois, was Adlai Stevenson He called 
Henry Luce "Uncle Henry " As a baby, 
he lived for five weeks in the White 
House When his grandfather died, he 
and his mother were invited to stay in 


the White House foi a time 


HE EVEN HAS a picture of himself on 


FDR's lap holding the President's fa- 
mous dog, Fala 


He grew up wanting to be a journalist 


and went to the University of Pennsylva 
ma with that as his goal He was on the 
track team, and he grew long sideburns 
in the days before long sideburns were 
famous His coach said he had to shave 
them or quit the team So he quit school 
and became an actor 


It's been a long pull But he says the 


toughest thing he's had to face has been 
the objections of his family 


"I just went back for grandfather 


Bruce MacLeish's 90th birthday," he 
says "and it was the easiest family re- 
union I've ever been to I guess that's

I have a friend who makes a tidy 
sum renting his antiques to local theaters 
for props, although the bulk of his busi- 
ness of renting is to advertising agents 
or photographers. 


IN THIS LATTER FIELD, we might 


They sure- 
ly must, to judge from the number of 
antique interiors and accessories seen in 
the display ads in magazines and news- 
papers. Now, instead of being shown on a 
motorcycle, a cigar-smoking Lothario 
will lean on his high wheel bicycle or 
lounge near a grandfather's clock, to 
show what those cigars will do for you. 
And no proper man of distinction will 
drink his whiskey sprawled in an in- 
flatable plastic chair — he will sit, with 
distinction, on a Louis XVI settee. 


Nowadays, the ads stress youth and 


naturalness. Products do not tout their 
additives and ingredients; instead they 
boast of what is not added "No cycla- 
mates — no preservatives!" We have 


unadulterated hot dogs and pristine pure 
potato chips. The youth of today, the big 
spenders, do not want to pay for any- 
thing unnatural Antiques are "natural," 
for they are associated with craftsman- 
ship, not with machines or establishment 
manufacturers. 


I'VE NOTICED LOTS of ads showing a 


young couple cavorting in the country, 
visiting a roadside antiques shop and al- 
ways carrying off several" prizes — old 
copper kettles, bent wood hat racks, an- 
cestors' paintings and groovy granny 
rockers. What they fail to point out is the 
depleted bank balance such purchases 
would effect. While they're bearing $1000 
away on their backs, they're smiling all 
the way to the loan company, but they're 
happy, drinking their natural non-addi- 
tive soda pop. Ah, youth! 


Store windows utilize antiques as de- 


cor. Even if modern chrome and plastic 
furniture is shown, it is accented with 
bisque figures or stuffed birds under a 
glass dome. It lends class to the mer- 
chandise and makes the new stuff look 
downright inexpensive! 


TWO WEST COAST DEALERS, I un- 


derstand, provide a catalog of their an- 
tiques to rent, and it must be a growing 
trend. I wouldn't mind renting out Aunt 
Nellie's rocker to any interested party, 
but it has a crack in the wooden seat 
that is downright sadistic when you try 
to get out of it, and I don't want to be 
sued

Not so long ago, however, the platter 


spinners came into bad times because 
some of their unscrupulous brothers be- 
came involved in a payola scandal in- 
volving bucks, babes and booze. It took 
years to erase the stigma. 


Looking back on his long service as a 


recording company executive, Roger 
Karshner notes in his book that the disc 
jockeys were not the only sinners 


He reveals how nondescript radio sta- 


tion programmers were able to humiliate 
record companies because of their con- 
trol of disc jockey shows. 


Karshner also tells how the companies 


deprived their own artists and composers 
of royalties through giveaway schemes 
for promotional purposes. 


And Karshner has some eyebrow-rais- 


ing comments on the Top 40 shows. 


Karshner writes in a racy style that 


would have put him in jail or a reason- 
able facsimile thereof only a few years 
ago but now may be considered rather 
mild in this era of literary per- 
missiveness. He is an atrocious mis- 
speller but otherwise has a good com- 
mand of the language,

"ASSASSINATION IN VIENNA," 


BY WALTER B. MAASS. 


Scrtbner's, S7.95 


This short book tells the story of the 


July 25, 1934, Nazi killing of Australia's 
Chancellor Engelbert Dollfuss. It is a 
squalid tale well told. 


Dollfuss was a tiny fellow and the hero 


of Austria's "black" conservatives for 
using army artillery to smash working 
class housing projects and crush "red" 
socialist forces. He was 40, a nationalist 
and scared of Adolf Hitler, then rising in 
next door Germany, Dollfuss became a 
swimming pal of Italy's Benito Musso- 
lini, seeking protection. 


Nazi plotters tried their 1934 coup and 


failed. But Dollfuss was shot to death in 
the failure. Maass gives us the you-are- 
there approach, the detailed stories of 
witnesses and participants. He examines 
various theories and, as a good historian, 
admits he lacked evidence to iron out all 
the wrinkles, such as how great a role 
did Adolf play in saying Engelbert must 
die. In any case, Hitler had his way; four 
years after the Dollfuss death the Nazis 
seized Austria.

INTIMATE BIOGRAPHY,"

Newspaper reporter Anthony Scaduto 


has done his homework well in preparing 
the manuscript for his biography of Bob 
Dylan, but the book can hardly be called 
intimate. 


Scaduto dutifully trekked up to Hib- 


bing, Minn., Dylan's hometown back 
when he was known as Robert Zimmer- 
man, and has interviewed most of the 
major persons in Dylan's life there — 
including Echo Helstron, the "Girl from 
the North Country," 


When Dylan moved to New York, Sca- 


duto traced him there, and has captured 
revealing interviews with those close to 
him, including Eric Andersen, Rambun' 
Jack Elliott and Phil Ochs. 


There is also a long interview with 


Joan Baez, which is more revealing 
about her than about Dylan, but she is 
more interesting anyway. 


Unfortunately, Dylan, the sort of How- 


ard Hughes of the counter-culture, 
changed his habits following his mo- 
torcycle accident in 1966, and Scaduto 
hasn't been able to find out much about 
the singer since then. 


The result is that the most recent half 


dozen years — the period most shrouded 
in mystery and hence of greatest interest 
to the reader — are hardly touched on in 
the book. 


Someday someone who knows Dylan 


wilt write a biography of him

There Is, however, one anomaly includ- 


ed. It's not sung that well, but John Len- 
nox's "Imagine" is there. Watch out, 
Middle America! Imagine Andy singing, 
"Imagine there's no countries/it isn't 
hard to do/nothing to kill or die for/and 
no religion too." 


It really makes me wonder if Williams 


had ever sat down and listened to the 
song. But then again, maybe he had. If 
so, right on, brother.

Networks Reject Population 


Panel's Request For Time 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A presidential 


population commission which recently 
recommended legalized abortions and 
eventual zero population growth for the 
United States has been turned down by 
the three major television networks in its 
attempts to buy an hour of prime time to 
present findings and recommendations. 


The Commission on Population Growth 


and the American Future has appealed 
the rejection to the Federal Commu- 
nications Commission (FCC) under the 
fairness doctrine that requires broad- 
casters to treat public issues fairly by 
allowing reasonable opportunity for the 
presentation of conflicting views. 


Ben C. Fisher, attorney for the popu- 


lation panel, argued before the FCC 
recently: "It is the position of our com- 
mission that publicly responsible groups, 
such as our commission, should have a 
limited right, on a paid basis, to access 
to the national networks for the carriage 
of programs dealing with major public 
issues." 


FISHER SAID THE program the com- 


mission wants to present would be "pri- 
marily educational and informational 
rather than partisan in its advocacy." 


The 24-member panel was created by 


Congress in March, 1970, at the sugges- 
tion of President Nixon, to evaluate the 
impact of population growth and dis- 
tribution on government services, the 
economy and natural resources. 


Its three reports recommended that 


abortion, contraception and sterilization 
be made available to single and married 
Americans, that the United States reduce 
its rate of growth and that poor families 
leaving depressed rural areas be diver- 
ted from the big cities to small and 
middle-sized towns 


Production of a one-hour television 


film to present these and other con- 
clusions in a documentary fashion has 
begun depsite the network rejections, 
and the producers are seeking funds 
from private and government sources to 
finance it

issues of public importance which are 
not subject to the supervision and edito- 
rial control of ABC News."

Famed Cellist 
Tells Parents: 
'DontPush? 


by PATRICIA McCORMACK 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Leonard Rose, 


the master cellist, has two words far par- 
ents of children studying musical in^ 
struments — "Don't push \" 


"Parents who pressure their children do 


more harm than good," Rose said in an 
interview. "The harm often is psy- 
chological and can't be undone. Hie 
pushing leads to a sense of failure that 
lasts a lifetime." 


Besides, according to Rose, no amount 


of prodding by parents' will raise a 
child's musical performance to great- 
ness, the level necessary to reach the 
master or highest level on any in- 
strument. 


Three elements are involved in the 


path to the top. Rose listed them as fol- 
lows: 


7-"First, one must be blessed with a 


God-given talent. 


—"Second, there is luck, especially the 


good luck to get oneself into the hands of 
a good teacher. 


—"Third is hard work, lots of it." 


ROSE, A TEACHER at Juilliard School 


of Music in New York, this year will do 
85 concerts worldwide, appearing, as he 
usually does, with the world's great or- 
chestras. 


Now 52, he was eight when he started 


studying the piano. After two years at 
that, Rose was given a cello by his dad, 
who played that instrument but made his 
living as a merchant in Miami, Pla. 


Rose said his father didn't make the 


mistake so many musician parents 
made. "He didn't try to teach me," he 
said. "I don't believe in parents teaching 
their children music, no matter how good 
the parent is. 


"There are enough conflicts between 


son-father, mother-daughter in the nor- 
mal scheme without adding the complex 
relationship of teacher-pupil in music." 


By the time he was 12, Rose had de- 


cided the cello was to be the big thing in 
his life. Twenty years later, he was able 
to break away from the New York Phil- 
harmonic, where he was the first cellist, 
and solo on a permanent basis. 


HE STILL PRACTICES three or four 


hours every day — "to keep my mecha- 
nism in shape." 


"If you're going to run a mile, you ex- 


ercise well," he said. "It is the same 
with a musician. When I go out on that 
stage I like to know that I am well pre- 
pared." 


Rose said the amount of practice is an 


individual thing. "If there is no great tal- 
ent, you can practice five or six hours a 
day and nothing will happen," he said. 
"I think even with talent three or four 
hours a day is sufficient. After that one 
is too tired to do well." 


At the developing stage, Rose doesn't 


believe it bad for a young musician to 
strive for perfection "even though per- 
fection is unattainable."

They will be shooting for their 4Mb 
straight conference win. 


"The teams that look good in the con- 


ference seem to be Prospect, Hersey, 
Elk Grove and Forest View," says Pitch- 
ford. "The other schools all seem to have 
one or two good individuals but I don't 
see a lot of depth." 


However, Arlington appears to have 


enough top performers to field two var- 


sity teams against MSL competition. 
Leading the way is co-captain Jim Mer- 
kel. Although he's only a junior, Merkel 
is a two-year letterman He's defending 
first singles champion in both the league 
and the district. 


Jon Deevy, the other co-captain, is the 


only senior letterman. He was a member 
of the No. l doubles title team. 


Rounding out the varsity lettermen Is 


Don Rodig. This Junior was the league'* 
No. 3 singles champion. 


Three other seniors out for the team 


are Dana Morken, Scott Steingraber and 
Bob Stubing. 


Figuring to be one of Pitchford's top 


three singles players is transfer soph- 
omore John Paczkowski from Forest 
View. He was the runner-up to Bob 
Blomquist, another outstanding Arlington 
sophomore, last year in the frosh-soph - 
championships at first singles.

Hall Of Fame Candidate Les Zikes 
A Touring Pro Looks Ahead 


LES ZIKES MAS no regrets, 
He had to make a decision three years 


ago. He had to decide whether or not to 
accept the challenge of the professional 
bowling tour. 


At the time Zikes was considered possi- 


bly the finest amateur bowler in the 
world. He had a string of tourney suc- 
cesses that was the talk of the bowling 
field. He had eight gold medals in inter- 
national competition. 


Les also had a secure job as the man- 


ager of Beverly Lanes in Arlington 
Heights. He wasn't Involved in a lot of 
traveling and that's a big plus for any 
family man. 


However, there was that nagging ques- 


tion, an obvious question for anyone who 
excels as an amateur in any sport. How 
would I do as a professional? 


Les Zikes made his decision. He ac- 


cepted the challenge. He now has been 
driving himself through three fascinating 
but hectic and fast-paced years manag- 
ing a bowling establishment and per- 
forming on the professional tour. 


In that time he has collected one tour 


title and about $18,000 in prize money. 
No, he's not satisfied. He's not dis- 
couraged either. 


Les never expected it would be easy, 


particularly when he is, in effect, nan- 


dling two jobs at the same time, running 
a bowling establishment and tackling the 
rigors of the tour. 


He knew what the challenge was and 


he has no regrets at making the decision 
to turn pro. He certainly doesn't Intend 
to drop oft the tour despite "Just about 
breaking even" over the past year. 


"I'm taking one year at a time, but I 


definitely will bowl on the summer and 
winter tour again," says this very per- 
sonable 37-year-old who just averaged 
217 and finished 22nd among the top 
bowling professionals in the Firestone 
Tournament of Champions. 


"1 probably have more expenses than 


most guys on the tour. I have to fly in 
and out because of my job and I put in 
about 28,000 air miles just since January. 
But It's the only way I can really do it at 
this stage." 
It's obvious that the best way for a pro- 


fessional bowler to approach the de- 


mands of the tour would be on a full-time 
basis. Few can afford such a luxury. The 
money is improving on the tour but it's 
not something that would excite a Jack 
Nicklaus. 
.• 


Nicklaus picks up more cash in about 


four days at golf than most bowlers do in 
an entire season of knocking down pins. 


"The tour prize money is getting bet- 


ter," admits Zikes, "and television Is our 
salvation. It's been a big money-maker 
for ABC. I can remember Dick Weber 
saying once that if we ever lost our tele- 
vision contract, we could all pack our 
bags and go home. We've got a lot of 
growth ahead but people tend to forget 
that the PBA (Professional Bowlers As- 
sociation) ii only about 12 years old." 


The growth of the tour has been im- 


pressive, but most of the bowlers still 
can't get by on just their tourney win- 
nings alone. Only 31 of 311 professional 
bowlers who cashed in 1971 made more 
than $15,000, 


"If I could just start to win," Zikes 


stresses, "then there would be the impor- 
tant mental factor. You have to believe 
you can win on the tour. I feel I can. Am 
I holding myself back? I don't think so. I 
feel my game has improved. I average 
about 207 but need to get up to 209-210 to 
be a consistent winner on the tour." 


Zikes never stops trying to improve his 


game, and he has never underestimated 
the importance of practice, lots of prac- 
tice. Bowlers like to experiment, and the 
big push now is toward plastic balls. 


"I'd say 60 per cent of the bowlers on 


the tour use the plastic balls," Les points 
out. "It goes a little straighter and 
doesn't finish as hard. It carries the pins 
better. 


"Bowlers on the tour try to help each 


other out," he continued, "but I think Ed 
Sander, who owns Beverly, probably 
knows my game better tkan anyone. He 
will sit for hours and watch my delivery, 
footwork, and he can be very helpful. 
I've tried' movies at times but by the 
time you have the Him developed you 
may be doing something differently. 
Video-tape is certainly an excellent way 
to Improve your game because yon can 
see H right away. I have tried that." . 


t 


Zikes occasionally gives lessons but be- 


cause of the demands of his schedule, he 
admits "there just isn't that much time 
for it now." 


"I think every bowling house should 


have a house pro," he emphasizes, "I'm 
as guilty as anyone. Ernie (Koche) helps 
me out here, but, you know, in bowling it 
seems like too much of a hit and miss 
'portion of the game. It's unlike golf and 
tennis and skiing and other sports, where 
instruction takes a higher 
priority. 


Bowlers have to have something to work 
on and too many times they'll just get 
discouraged and quit after a short try." 


Les has some other definite ideas on 


the bowling business..He strongly pushes 
resurfacing of the lanes every year. He's 
aware of some of the recent stories con- 
cerning doctored lanes or blocked lanes, 
conditions that create high scoring. 


"There are some houses, even la the 


Chicago area," he points out, "where 
guys average 230 ,or 235 for a season. 
Now, nobody's that good. What did John- 
son (Don) average last year on the 
tour? Something like 214 and he was the 
best of the professionals. I just don't be- 
lieve In unrealistic scores." 


"Just as an experiment once, Ernie 


and I blocked (oil or other dressing 
buildup in center of lane) a pair of lanes 
at Beverly that I was having particular 
trouble scoring on. We then put about 47 
of the 50 balls right in the pocket. But 
that just defeats the whole purpose of the 
game. That's not what the game is all 
about." 
. 


What does Les think of the rejection by 


the American Bowling Congress of the 
incredible 890 scratch series by Ray Orff 
of St. Louis? They claimed 'improper 
conditioning'. 


"Without knowing all the details, it's 


difficult to say," he admitted, "but I 
know what kind of ball Ray throws. He's 
a big, strong guy who just overpowers 
the pins. How he carried 35 strikes is 
difficult to comprehend. You can think of 
all the 10 pins alone that a powerful ball 
could leave. Even if there was a trough 
right to the pocket it still is an amazing 
accomplishment to carry 35 straight 
strikes." 


Zikes recently was one of four men 


added to the 1973 ballot of the American 
Bowling Congress Hall of Fame. At 37, 
he is the youngest ever named to the 
ballot. 


His gold-medal performances in inter- 


national competition (how many athletes 
can you think of with eight gold medals 
in any sport?) and his three straight 
ABC titles make him a leading candidate 
to be inducted into this prestigious bowl- 
ing group. 


"I've been very fortunate," he says. 


"Bowling has been good to me and just 
being nominated like this is a tre- 
mendous thrill. 


"If I ever make the Hall of Fame, 


what more could I ask?" 


Les Zikes is one of those' lucky people 


who thoroughly enjoys his work. He'll en- 
joy his work more on the pro tour when 
he cashes for more money, but he's not 
discouraged. He has no regrets about 
making a decision to turn pro three 
years ago. 


"It can be difficult at times. I've 


talked to Nelson Burton and he can't see 
how I do it, how I can keep up with the 
job at home and then fly from tourna- 
ment to tournament. But most of the tour 
bowlers certainly can't make it on the 
prize money alone. Burton is an ex- 
ception. He doesn't do anything but bowl. 
He says anything else would break his 
cpncentration. He doesn't work but will 
practice maybe three hours in the morn- 
ing at his home in St. Louis when he's not 
in a tournament. 


"Nobody bothers him when he's prac- 


ticing. He wants strict concentration on 
his game. Concentration is so important. 
Even if I try to practice here at Beverly 
Somebody always is coming up to talk or 
say hello. Don't get me wrong though. I 
certainly appreciate everyone's inter- 
est." 


Zikes is just not the kind of person who 


could ever turn his back on anyone. He's 
one of the best-liked bowlers on the tour, 
and a magazine article labeled him "Mr. 
Nice Guy." 


"That could be his trouble," the article 


said. "Les has a fine game, maybe he 
has to get a little tougher, in attitude, 
add a little more killer instinct.'! 


Les doesn't buy that. "I can be mean 


out there," he says. 


He says it with a smile.

QUESTIONS NEW FOUL RULE 


Sports Staff: 


There was an article in the Chicago 


Daily News (3-29-72) sports section that 
raised some questions in my mind. The 
title of the article was "New Rules Cut 
Down On Free Throws," which stated 
that next basketball season the rules of 
both college and high school basketball 
would see some major changes. 


One of those changes was if a player is 


fouled before the bonus rule goes into ef- 
fect, instead of a free throw being taken 
the offended team would receive the ball 
out of bounds. I see absolutely nothing 
wrong with this change unless the player 
fouled was in the act of shooting. Later 
in the same article it states "even a 
player who is going in for an easy lay-up 
can be fouled from behind and not get a 
free throw unless the bonus is in effect." 
Basketball is supposed to be a non-con- 
tact sport. Will it continue to be this way 
if the rule change goes into practice? 


This new rule could possibly result in a 


sharp increase in the number of injuries 
during a basketball season. It hardly 
seems justice to me, to see an offensive 
player maneuver to where he has 
achieved a distinct advantage and yet 
have the possibility of being intentionally 
pushed or grabbed with nothing to show 
for his effort except the ball' out of 
bounds and the hope he might again 
achieve the advantage without the same 
result. 


It used to be that games possibly were 


decided by free throws. Now it could be 
decided by that shot that would have 
been made if the player wasn't grabbed 
intentionally — think about it}\Ul\

derstood th rule, Marty. If a player is 
fouled in the act of shooting, he will still 
get two free throws even if the bonus is 
not yet in effect. The same will still be 
true for flagrant or intentional fouls. The 
rule applies only to one-shot fouls. How- 
ever, many coaches and fans agree with 
you that the new rule will add too much 
violence.

There appears to be no possibility of 


eradicating the disease from this country 
since many wild animals and the domes- 
tic dog are known to harbor the virus. It 
is expected to move to other areas, possi- 
bly including Illinois, either by progres- 
sive transmission during the insect sea- 


son or by movement of an infected or 
carrier animal. An excellent vaccine is 
now available to protect horses against 
VEE. A number of questions have arisen 
relative to use of the vaccine. It is im- 
portant that equine owners be fully in- 
formed of all aspects of this disease and 
the vaccine,

NEW YORK — (NBA — No one in 


recorded time has ever circled the bases 
faster than Evar Swanson. He did it in 
1929. 


In a contest with official AAU timers, 


/Swanson, then the winged left fielder of 
the Cincinnati Reds, circled the bases in 
13.3 seconds. 


Last year Mickey Rivers of the Califor- 


nia Angels, reputed to be the fastest run- 
ner in baseball, tried his luck before a 
game and was timed in the 360-foot dis- 
tance in 14.3, a full second off. 


It is true that someone somewhere 


might have run out an inside-the-park 
homer in faster time. But in no instance 
was that man clocked. 


Swanson's mark has stood since he 


broke the record of 13.8 set by Hans Lo- 
bert earlier in 1929. 


In those earlier days, various field con- 


tests, such as foot races, fungo-hitting, 
homer-hitting, unt-and-run to first base, 
and catchers throwing into overturned 
.barrels at second base, were held before 
games and between doubleheaders. 


Between games of the Reds-Boston 


Braves doubleheader on Sept. 15, 1929, a 
eircle-the-bases contest was held. Swan- 
son raced two other fellows against the 
clock. He started in a sprinter's crouch 
behind home plate. 


Swanson beat the record and collected 


$75 prize. 


Contests of this nature began to wane 


in the 1930s. No one really knows why it 
happened. Perhaps for the same reason 
that sprints, especially, are rarely held 
any longer. Players and managers are 
fearful of having pulled muscle deter the 
race for a pennant. 


"Also," said Swanson, now the 71-year- 


old postmaster of Galesburg, HI., "play- 
ers don't want to put their reputations on 
the line, I think. 


"We did it for pride. And we did It for 


the money, too. Seventy-five dollars was 
pretty good in those days. I mean, the 
most I ever made in one season was 
$8,500 in salary. But the money these fel- 
las make today — Good Lord, why 
should they risk anything in a contest?" 


Periodically, though, contests do come 


up. For example, in 1948, Sam Jethroe, 
then with the Montreal minor league 
baseball club, raced Barney Ewell, 200- 
meter Olympic champion. Jethroe beat 
him in a 200-meter race. 


In 1957, Glen Gorbous of Omaha in the 


American Association threw a baseball 
445 feet, 10 inches, after six-step running 
start. 
. 


Circling the bases, however, is more of 


an art than a gimmick. Swanson says 
that speed is not the sole criterion. 
"You've got to hit the bases just right 
and not take .big turns." 


Rivers learned this. He took two wide 


turns at first and second: 


Why did Rivers try it? It had been sug- 


gested by a fan in Florida who knew of 
Swanson's mark. The fan thought that 
Rivers, above all baseball runners today, 
could challenge it. The Angels front of- 
fice was not adverse to some added 
drawing card. The Angels were far out of 
the pennant race. 


Swanson, whose closest challenger was 


swift George Case of the Senators who 
ran the bases in 13.5 in 1943, had a short 
career. He played five seasons, hitting 
for a combined .303 average, but hurt his 
throwing arm and had to retire.

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Accidents In Boating 
Should Be Prevented 


The boating season is fast approaching 


for thousands of Illinoisans. For most it 
will be an enjoyable .season; however, 
for a few it will end in tragedy. 


"Each year there are thousands of nee- 


dless drownings in the United States 
caused by carelessness," said Henry N. 
Barkhausen, Director of the Illinois De- 
partment of Conservation. "Many of 
these accidents could have been pre: 
vented by taking a few precautions." 


Last year 29 Illinoisans lost their lives 


as a result of 26 boating accidents. Four- 
teen of these deaths resulted from cap- 
sizings. 


Here ar some recommended practices 


from the Department of Conservation's 
Boating Section which might help you 
stay alive this year: 


—Carry the proper safety equipment in 


your craft; 


—Do not overload your boat., Nearly 


one-third of boating fatalities resulted 
from overloading and improper loading 
last year. If you have a BIA safe load 
capacity plate on your boat, heed it; 


—Do not stand up in a small boat. If 


you must move about, only one person 
should move at a time, keeping his 
weight along the keel line; 


—Do not make high speed turns. Dur- 


ing the turn, the gunwale comes dan- 


gerously close to the water, and any 
loose gear will slide toward the low side, 
compounding the danger; 


—Keep a weather eye but. Cheek the 


latest local reports before weighing an- 
chor; 
. 


—All non-swimmers should wear per- 


. sonal flotation devices at all times. When 
weather conditions are threatening, ev- 
eryone should wear life preservers; 


—If your craft capsizes, stay with it, 


• no matter how tempting the shoreline ap- 
pears; 


—At least one other person aboard 


should be capable of handling the boat, 
in case something should happen to you. 


"When boating it is best to have a 


friend along," said Ken Gruenewald, 
coordinator of watercraft and safety ac- 
tivities for the Department. "A 'buddy' 
can often become a lifesaver in times of 
need. If there is no one around to accom- 
pany you, stay within sight of other boa- 
ters and always wear a flotation device 
as a safety precaution." 


Anoher good idea is to leave a boating 


trip plan with someone prior to your de- 
parture. If your destination is unknown, 
a phone call is all that is needed when 
you decide. If no one is home, or you 
cannot contact a friend, file a boating 
trip plan with the manager of the marina 
where you launch.

What's New For '72 Lawns 


by DR. ROBERT SCHERY 


Biggest news on the lawn (rant is a 


wave of new lawngrass arrivals. This 
year the lawnmaker will have not only 
old favorites such as Merlon and Arbore- 
tum bluegrasses, Pennlawn and Illahee 
fescues. 
Highland bentgrass, but a 


wealth of new selections. Baron, Fylking 
and Pennstar are some of the new "show 
off" Kentucky bluegrasses. They are 
backed by pedigreed workhorse varieties 
such as Arista, Prato and Park. James- 
town and Highlight set the fashion pace 
among fine fescues, and Ruby seems 
quite a comer for seed mixtures. Exeter 
and Holflor head the colonial bentgrass 
parade, and of course Penncross is a 
creeping bentgrass standout. The new 
perennial ryegrasses are receiving great 
acceptance: Manhattan, Compas, Pelo 
and NK-100 are among those newly "ar- 
rived." 


As to equipment, there is much that is 


new. Most intriguing are the riding mow- 
ers, some of which have every accessory 
short of air conditioning. Like the shav- 
ing ad tells it. it may soon be hard to get 
hubby to come in before dark "because 
it's so much fun to mow the law." While 
you are about it, get a well-made, big- 
enough mower, one which can be easily 
serviced, and make lawn mowing the fun 
that it truly should be. The perfect mow- 
er has yet to be designed, but take heart 
that as the horsepower goes up noise pol- 
lution seems to be coming down. At least 
America has emerged from the dark 


ages of mower design, when you couldn't • 
set clipping height without tools nor ad- 
just it high enough for bluegrass-fescue. 
And most of today's riding mowers do 
have reverse gears, maneuver con- 
veniently, and permit forward motion in- 
dependently of mower speed. 


The'1972 story is somewhat less happy 


with pesticides, at least from the mainte- 
nance viewpoint (although perhaps not 
from the environmentalists' standpoint). 
Restrictions on chemicals make it diffi- 
cult in some areas to procure effective 
products so non-harzardous as for grub 
control, and in others even proven com- 
pounds can be applied only by a licensed 
operator. This in spite of the fact that 
there is scant hazard from home garden 
chemicals if used as directed. Fortunate- 
ly, it is still possible to buy phenoxy 
broadleaf weed killers for the lawn, ef- 
fective crabgrass preventers, and bio- 
degradable 
insecticides to mop up 


chinchbugs or sod webworms. 


Lawn fertilizers seem to get better ev- 


ery year, being tailored especially to 
grass needs. Main nutritional require- 
ment for almost any lawn is nitrogen, 
and few indeed are the turf fertilizers not 
rich in this element. Most contain a

goodly percentage of a slow-release ma- 
terial such as ureaform, which is great 
for sustained feeding of grass and avoi- 
dance of a flush of "soft" growth suscep- 
tible to disease. Research continues to 
uncover advantages from potassium (it 
often improves hardiness in grass), and 
the essentiality of phosphorus is well rec- 
ognized. The exact quantities needed of 
these major nutrients can be determined 
only by soil test, but since neither potas- 
sium nor phosphorus is costly, they are 
perhaps well included in lawn foods 
about one-third as abundantly as the ni- 
trogen. 


Leave Spring Flower Foliage 
Have Better Bloom Next Year 


Leave the foliage on your hyacinths, 


narcissus, daffodils, tulips, and other 
spring flowering bulbs for as long as pos- 
sible when blooming is over, says M. C. 
Carbonneau, University of Illinois Exten- 
sion floriculturist. 


Future bloom depends on the food the 


green leaves can produce for storage in 
the bulb. If the leaves are removed too 
soon, the number and size of your next 
year's flowers may be reduced, 


Keep the foliage green as long as pos- 


sible with an occasional watering, espe- 
cially if plants are located close to a 
foundation, in a windy spot or under an 
overhang where moisture is limited. Ade- 
quate moisture should carry the foliage 


through to late June or early July. When 


the foliage turns brown or dries up, cut it 
off. 


If you wish to move or transplant your 


bulbs, start after the foliage is com- 
pletely dry. 


Dig your bulbs carefully and dry them 


for two or three days in a shady location. 
Store the bulbs in a cool, dry place until 
October or early November and replant 
them in a new location. 


Apply fertilizer to spring flowering 


bulbs during late summer or early fall 
when the roots begin to grow. Use 2 to 4 
pounds of garden fertilizer per 100 
square feet of bed space.

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New Lawns Can Be 
Started In Spring 


Mormino Named Garden Director 


-ding a new lawn in spring takes a 


little more "doing" than would have 
been necessary in autumn. But certainly 
there is no reason why a bluegrass-fes- 
cue or bentgrass turf cannot be estab- 
lished successfully. Plenty of time exists 
for the grass to root deeply before hot 
weather and weeds exact their toll (and 
now there is even a crabgrass preventer 
which can be used at time of seeding 
that does not interfere with lawngrass 
sprouting). 


Sometimes cultivation of the soilbed is 


a nuisance early in the year because the 
ground is so wet. But seedbeds are gen- 
erally more satisfactory if plowed, dis- 
ced, or rotary tilled than if left unculti- 
vated. So, if possible take advantage of a 
dry spell not only to prepare the soil but 
to mix fertilizer iberally into the root- 
zone. If that's not possible at least scuff 
the soil on a reasonably dry day, making 
situations and chinks into which new seed 
can settle. Fertilizer used at the same 
time will be conentrated about the seed, 
so a non-burning formulation is sug- 


Don't overdo cultivation to the extent 


that the soil becomes dusty; better a 
chunky surface with crevices into which 
seed can settle, one which accepts rain 
rather than causing it to run off. Added 
protection against seed and soil wash can 
be had by spreading a mulch, — some- 
thing like straw a few straws deep, an 
excelsior mat. or some of the burlap net- 
tings available in many garden centers. 
The seed should be spread uniformly be- 
fore the mulch is applied. 


SEED IS DISTRIBUTED accurately 


with a lawn spreader. The cyclone type 
casts seed in a wide arc, and covers 
ground fastest. Gravity-drop speaders 
(which release seed only between the 
wheels) make a more precise boundary. 
Bate settings are usually suggested in 
the operating instructions, and also on 
the seed box. Sluegrass-fescue blends 
are typically sowed about 3 pounds to the 
thousand square feet, colonial bent- 
grasses at about half this rate. This year 
attractive perennial ryegrass varieties 
are available, too. They serve well as a 
quick-covering nursegrass, more impor- 
tant for slopes than on level soilbeds or 
where a new seeding is well mulched. 


After seeding is completed it should be 


"all down hill" for the lawn project. In 
spring nature is almost always chari- 
table with the warmth and moisture 
needed to trigger vigorous sprouting. If 
rains fail, of course you will have to wa- 
ter. Watering is best done lightly and 


frequently until the grass is clearly evi- 
dent, after which it can taper off as the 
seedlings root more deeply. 


There may be some weeds from seed 


in the soil, most of which need not pro- 
vide worrisome because they will.dis- 
appear after mowing begins. Others can 
be cleaned up with weed killers later, 
after the turf has had a mowing or two.

What's a narcissus? Is it a daffodil? 


Each spring as the first of these bulbs 
begin to bloom, confusion arises again. 


The easiest definition to remember is 


that "Narcissus" is the Latin name, 
"daffodil" the English or commonly used 
name and "jonquil" is the name of one 
division of the entire genus. 


According to the Chicago Horticultural 


Society the true jonquil is characterized 
by its clusters of sweet, scented flowers 
and are frequently confused with the 
cupped daffodils.

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When Seedlings Sprout Handle With Care 


The best way to assure yourself of the 


precise kind or variety of vegetable or 
flower you want to grow in your garden 
is to buy the seeds and start the plants 
yourself. Should the selected kind be one 
needing a longer growing season that 
your climate affords, then start seeds in- 
doors. 


Allow, at most, 8 weeks to frost-free 


date in your area. Don't start seeds be- 
fore or they may grow tall and spindly 
by the time they can be set outdoors. 


Seeds do not need light to sprout. But, 


as soon as they pop u they need your 
sunniest window or equivalent artificial 


light. They also need water to sprout and 
to grow and fertilizer if you sowed them 
in a sterile medium like perlite, vermicu- 
lite or milled spaghnum moss. 


When the second leaves have formed 


and seedlings are crowded they should 
be transplanted — a delicate operation 
for which a table fork, with its long, slen- 
der tines, is an excellent tool. 


Fill clay or peat pots with soil or part 


soil and part one of the materials named, 
settling it by knocking the pot against a 
hard surface. Make a small depression in 
the center, carefully insert the roots of a 
single seedling, use your finger tips to 


firm soil around roots. 


Water thoroughly, let drain, shade for 


a few days, then grow on in that sonny 


window, watering and fertilizing 
u 


needed to keep plants growing until they 
can beautify your garden. 


MOVE SlfDLINCS to individual pots 
« soon at their second set of leaves 
is grown. A table fork, with its long,

Substitute Water Cress 


Lovers of water cress who do not live 


near a body of cold, clear running water 
will find an acceptable substitute in up- 
land cress which doesn't need a moist 
situation. 


There are both curly cress and cress 


with plain leaves. Both taste much the 
same. Both need a sunny place and are 
not particular about soil. 


Seeds are planted in early spring, 


spaced half an inch apart and covered 
with a quarter inch of soil. The cress will 
be ready to use in about 50 days.

Other trees, although rapid in growth, 


are nothing more than weeds and can be 
bought from any nursery at a very low 
price. 


Misleading Names. Another case of 


misleading names is the 
amazing 


climbing vine peach." This plant is sup- 
posed to grow many peaches — but the 
"peach" mentioned in the advertising is 
actually a kind of inedible melon. The 
same type of advertising is sometimes 


used for berry plants —'the plants do 
produce fruit, but the berries are not 
edible. 


Be wary of exotic names, or names 


that resemble those of familiar plants. 
For example, "Chrysanthemum Max- 
imum" — sounds as if the advertised 
plant were some sort of chrysanthemum 
— but you'll find it is not the chrysanthe- 
mum you know, but a type of daisy. 


An advertisement for "rosaceae," il- 


lustrated with big, beautiful red roses, 
may turn out to offer anything belonging 
to the rosaceae family, which includes 
peach, apple and cherry trees as well as 
strawberry plants and raspberry bushes. 


When buying from a door-to-door sales- 


man — even if he claims to be the repre- 
sentative of a nursery guild or an expert 
adviser on planting and landscaping — 
be sure to check his credentials care- 
fully. 


How Stock is Graded. Most nursery 


stock is graded in accordance with the 
standards of the American Association of 


Nurserymen, Inc. Roses, for example, 
are graded by number 1, 1%, 2, 2-year- 
old field grown, culls, rejects, rose 
fences, etc. 


To illustrate, grade No. 1 roses are re- 


quired to have three or more strong 
branches, two of which must be 18 inches 


• or longer. This is true of all roses, except 


a few light-growing types, which have 
their own standards. 


Trees and shrubs are usually graded 


according to height in relation to caliber. 
If the size of the root system is not in 
proper proportion and according to the 
American Standard of Nursery Stock, the 
tree or shrub may not live. Evergreens 
are graded by the ratio of height to

spread and, again, the root system must 
be of a minimum diameter in relation to 
height and spread. 


Try to determine the grading standard 


of the nursery stock you are planning to 
buy. There are always experts ready to 
help you. You can talk to someone from 
the Association of Nurserymen, or to 
someone that you trust at a reputable 
local nursery. 


Mail Order Stock. Ordering nursery 


stock by mail can be risky — there are 
many things you can't see, until you have 
the stock in hand. 


Some exotic plants, advertised as 


being able to "grow in any soil," actual- 
ly die when planted in most soils. Roses 


shipped by mail are usually "cut back" 
at the branches for packaging purposes; 
this means they may not be the length 
specified for certain grades. 


On the other hand, there are a number 


of reputable nurseries that sell by mail 
and will back up their merchandise. 


Again, it all comes down to buying from 
reputable firm.

With everybody else demanding liber- 


ation now days, why not a home garden- 
er lib movement? Liberation from what? 
Well, drudgery in the guise of hoe and 
spade handles. And, perspiration from 
pushing lawn mowers. Or, hose dragging 
to water flowers and vegetables and 
shrubs and trees. Gardening should be a 
breeze, not a chore. 


My allergy to horticultural instruments 


of torture hit me about the time 1 won an 
American flag for raising the best vege- 
tables grown by any kid in old Highland 
Ctrammar School, in Portland, Oregon. 
Winning Old Glory was such sweaty glo- 
ry that I figured even then that there 
must be on easier way to make things 
g r o w. Ever since I've been ex- 
perimenting with allegedly toll-less gar- 
dening, in Southern California, in Mary- 
land and ultimately in Northern Califor- 
nia. 


Kibitzers scoff that I chew up more 


limp and energy trying to avoid honest 
gardening sweat than I would spend on 
the handle of a spado or hoe. They over- 
look the challenge in trying out brilliant 
brainstorms 
for 
scientific 
indolence 


among the sweet peas. These lazier ways 
to coax Nature to give are good sport — 
except when the lazy gardener thinks up 
a solid gold blooper Like the hot flash 
that hit me one day when we were sitting 
on the terrace and gazing at the corn 
tessels pushing over the seven foot mark. 


"I've got it." I told The Flower Com- 


mittee (that's my wife: 1 grow them, she 
picks them.l "Plant pole beans around 
those corn stalks. Grow our own bean- 
poles." 


Well, the greedy corn roots sapped the 


soil and the beans starved despite heavy 
feedings of plant food pellets. My next 
brainburst was a better one, a 5-foot 
frame of 2-inch mesh fencing on which 
the bean vines climbed rampantly. So 
did the sweet peas, on a similar frame. 
That's when I quit driving beanpoles into 
the soil. 


Floiver Pollens Add Beauty 


My ultimate aim has been a battery 


of knobs, levers or pushbuttons, handy 
by a Cape Cod hammock or a folding 
outdoor rocking chair, to purge home 
gardening of perspiration, achy muscles, 
calluses and possibly even the proverbial 
green thumb. They laughed when I first 
expounded this day dream. But not any- 
more. In some areas I've broken through 
the break-through. For instance, when 
pushing pushbuttons became too exhaust- 
ing, I hung some clocks on the toolshed 
wall. They do my pushbuttoning for me 
and turn the sprinklers on and off. 
Recently, when we were in Hawaii, 2000 
mites from 'home, I looked at my watch 
and told The Flower Committee, "Your 
roses arc being watered right now." 


I'm a student in the Half-Organic 


School of Gardening. A lot of vegetable 
matter goes into our soil, and along with 
it some good clean plant food in which I 
don't have to guess the nitrogen, phos- 
phate, potash and trace element content, 
which is printed right on the bag. 


My Organic well-wishers have been 


predicting for years that chemical forti- 
fiers and pest controls would turn our 
place into n barren, birdless wilderness. 
Just the opposite has happened. Each 
year our parcel of earth yields better 
crops than ever. Recently, the Bird- 
Watching Committee. (That's my spouse, 
too) counted forty-nine kinds of winged 
guests from the dining room window 
overlooking the bird cafeteria. 


My mania for dodging toil and sweat 


by calculated indolence has yielded some 
sly fun for our friends. Some joker is 
always kicking off the cocktail rap with, 
"Understand you've been planting sweet 
pea seeds upside down. Is that the latest 
brainstorm?" 


I don't talk about my current trick in 


the garden. It might be another blooper. 
Instead, I mention one that has panned 
out. But I'm not pushing my follies on 
others. Let every gardener have the fun 
of liberating his or her own green thumb. 


To add to the pleasure flowers can pro- 


vide, look closer, says E. R. Jaycox, Uni- 
versity of Illinois beekeeping specialist. 
There's additional beauty to be seen. 


When looking at blossoming plants, 


have you ever noticed that the pollens 
are brightly colored and add accent to 
the flower, he asks. Shades of brown and 
yellow are most common, but the colors 
include a wide variety from white to 
nearly black. 


Chicory, with colorful blue flowers, has 


nearly pure white pollen of large size. In 
contract, some of the squills (Scilla sp.) 
have blue pollen as well as blue flower 
petals. Crocus pollen is bright yellow, as 
is that from poplar, pussy willow, and 
buttercup. 


Another way to see pollen colors is to 


look at the legs of the honey bees visiting 


the blossoms, he says. The bees have 
pollen "baskets" on their hind legs into 
which they push large loads of pollen col- 
lected from the flower by the hairs on 
their bodies. After collecting the pollen 
from thousands of flowers, the bees store 
it in their hive to provide needed food for 
their young and for newly emerged adult 
bees. An attractive chemical in pollen 
may be what brings the bees to the flow- 
ers, Jaycox says. 


Beneath the microscope, pollens not 


only have pretty colors but they also 
have intricately sculptured shells. Some 
have ornate spines in grotesque patterns, 
while others are smoother with reticulate 
and granular patterns covering their stir- 
face. The type of pattern can be used to 
identify the family or genus or plants 
which produced the pollen. 


Some Plants Need 
Indoor Head Start 


Some of the loveliest annual flowers re- 


quire a longer growing season than is 
possible in the colder parts of the coun- 
try. Therefore, gardeners who want to 
grow these flowers must give them a 
head start by planting seeds indoors sev- 
eral weeks before time to set them in the 
garden. 


If you are starting seeds of snapdra- 


gons, ngcratum, carnations or petunias 
indoors (since these, as well as others, 
are long-season plants), first choose a 
container that has a drainage hole in the 
bottom. 


Over this put a piece of broken flower 


pot or flat stone large enough to cover 
the hole so dirt will not wash through it. 
Put a layer of some coarse material 
like gravel in the bottom of your contain- 
er (which could be a flower pot), then fill 
almost to the top with the material in 
which the seeds will sprout. 


This may be sterilized soil sieved until 


fine, milled sphagnum moss, vermiculite, 
portite or a mixture of the last two mate- 
rials. 


The final quarter inch layer, which still 


must end half an inch below the top of 
the pot to allow room for water, should 
be of either sphagnum moss or vermicu- 
lite. This is because neither of these ma- 
terials will support plant diseases that 
might attack the newly sprouted seed- 
lings. 


Sow large-shed seeds by tapping on 


the seed packet which is tilted downward 
with the lowest corner torn off. Cover by 
sifting sphagnum or vermiculite over the 
seeds to the depth indicated on the pack- 
et. 


Tiny seeds need no covering. Just 


sprinkle them sparsely over the surface 
and firm to h with the palm of the hand. 


Once seeds are planted, water by set- 


ting the container in a larger one filled 
with water. This method will insure 
dampening the growing medium and the 
seeds without disturbing them. 


When the surface looks damp, lift the 


inner container and set it aside to drain. 
Then pop it into a plastic refrigerator 
bag to keep moisture in. 


Place away from light in a spot where 


temperature ranges from 65 to 75 de- 
grees. Check dally to see if seeds have 
sprouted. 


When they do. remove the plastic bag, 


water if necessary, and place the con- 
tainer in a sunny window to allow the 
seedlings to grow into plants, 


Water when surface is dry and turn the 


container front to back daily to enable 
the seedlings to grow straight.

Tiny Heads 


While most gardeners plant seeds of 


pansies in August, winter seedlings un- 
der protection and expect flowers in ear- 
ly spring, pansies also may be started 
from seeds sown in earliest spring, in- 
doors of course, and will then flower in 
summer. 
• 


Pansy seeds are so tiny that there are 


25 thousand of them in a single ounce. 
They need shade and a cool temperature 
to sprout so choose a cool room and a 
northern exposure for them in your 
home. 
' 


Use finallysieved soil, milled sphagnum 


moss or some other fine-textured grow- 
ing mixture in-which to sow seeds. Bare- 
ly cover them with fine soil or milled 
sphagnum. Keep seeds moist with a fine 
spray of water and in 10 days they 
should sprout. 
'• 


As soon as seedlings are handleable 


move any that are crowded' to allow 
them room to develop. Transplant them 
outdoors from a flat or from individual 
pots as soon as plants are large enough 
and soil is workable. If you want a mass 
'of bloom, space plants 6 inches apart. 


It takes 12 to 16 weeks for pansy plants 


to reach flowering size. Thus plants 
grown in spring start to bloom about the 
time that fall-sown pansies finish blos- 
soming. 


Salad Greens 


Young leaves of kale, a vegetable best 


used when its flavor has been improved 
by a touch of frost, may be used raw — 
chopped for salads. 


While se'eds of any type or variety of 


pansy may be spring-sown, the best for 
summer bloom are first generation hy- 
brids, notably the Majestic Giants strain. 
These are available in mixed or separate 
colors. • 


Their advantages are earlier bloom (a 


full 2 weeks ahead of most other hy- 
brids), heat tolerance so that they contin- 
. ue to flower when warm weather arrives, 
and hybrid vigor that keeps plants grow- 
ing and flower buds forming despite 
heat.

For generations sweet peas were tall- 


growing vines. But in recent years bush 
forms have been developed. Tiniest are 
those named Little Sweetheart since they 
grow in compact mounds only 8 inches 
tall. The little blooms have ruffled petals 
and a mixture of seeds willl result in 
plants with white, pink, rose, carmine 
and dark blue flowers. 


Knee-Hi sweet peas begin to bloom ex- 


ceptionally early, have big blossoms and 
plants are heat resistant. They also will 
support themselves so that no staking is 
needed though they, grow 2% feet tall. 
Seeds are available in mixed colors. 


Plants of the Bijou strain reach only a 


foot in height. Even so, flower stems are 
long enough to cut for indoor use. All the 
usual sweet pea colors and others such 
as maroon, mid-blue and salmon can be 
bought separately or in' mixture.

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Simon 
9s Word Is Good — He 'II Support Ticket, Hanrahan 


PAUL SIMON 


Editor's Note: Alter Lt. Gov. Paul 


Simoa was upset by Daniel Walker in the 
March 
21 Democratic 
gubernatorial 


primary, he left for a Florida vacation, 
lie returned to his slatchouse office this 
week and United Press International re- 
porter Tom Lane was the first to gain an 
exclusive interview with him.

SPRINGFIELD (UPI) - Lt. Gov. 


Paul Simon enjoys a reputation of impec- 
cable Integrity in Illinois politics. 


Yet Simon says he must support Ed- 


ward V. Hawaiian's bid for reelection as 
Cook County state's attorney — even 
though Simon was instrumental in dump- 
ing the controversial Hanrahan from the 
Democratic primary ticket in December. 


"Before the primary election. I thought 


a sizable segment of t he community 
didn't feel Hanrahan was sensitive to its 
problems." Simon told United Press In- 
ternational in his first extensive inter- 
view since his defeat March 21 at the 
hands of Dan Walker in their race for the 
Democratic gubernatorial nomination. 


"I still think this is one of the things 


Hanrahan has to work on," Simon said, 
"to convey to that segment that his con- 
cerns are very real, that he is respon- 
sive.'1 


But whatever private doubts Simon 


may have about Hanrahan's fitness for 
office, his public position is that he must 
stand behind Hanrahan because he "told 
the slatemakers" he'd support the Demo- 
cratic ticket after the primary. 


"I think the No. 1 thing is that if you 


say something, you've got to stick to 
your word." Simon said. "You don't just 
make promises lightly — at least I 
don't." 


BUT WHY. Simon was asked, did he 


feet compelled to pledge his support of a 
slate that could include Hanrahan, cur- 
rently under indictment on charges of 
blocking investigations into the shooting 
deaths of two Black Panthers during a 
1969 predawn raid on the Panthers' Chi- 
cago headquarters by state's attorney's 
police: 


After all. it was the slating of Hanra- 


han by the regular Democratic organiza- 
tion while he was under criminal in- 
dictment that prompted Simon and other 
statewide Democratic candidates — in- 
cluding Auditor Michael Howlett and 
17 S. senatorial hopeful Roman Pucinski 
— to protest Hanrahan's nomination. 


So effective 
was their behind-the- 


scenes influence that Chicago Mayor 
Richard J. Daley, the Democratic ma- 
chine's top slatemaker. announced late 
last December that Hanrahan was being 
replaced on the Democratic 
primary 


slate by Cook County Traffic Court Judge 
Raymond Berg. 


"Perhaps the one thing that did it," 


Simon said, "was Roman Pucinski's ap- 
pearance on City Desk, a Chicago tele- 
vision program, on which he spent half 
his time talking about the state's attor- 
ney race, defending Hanrahan's candida- 
cy. 


"This troubled him and he talked to 


me and others about it," Simon said, 
"and all of us expressed our views to 
members of the Cook County Democratic 
Central Committee when we were asked 
about them." 


Simon's view was that Hanrahan rep- 


resented a serious drag on the Democrat- 
ic ticket, a ready tool Walker could use 
to chip asvay at Simon's machine-backed 
candidacy. 


But now that the primary is over and 


Simon has absorbed an unexpected de- 
feat, he feels it would be out of character 
to abandon Hanrahan, as fellow Demo- 
crat and U.S. Sen. Adlai Stevenson III 
did before and after Hanrahan won the 
primary. 


STEVENSON HAS said repeatedly he 


will not support Hanrahan as long as he 
is under indictment for obstructing jus- 
tice in the Panther case. 


"I believe in the two-party system," is 


all Simon would say. "An<J now that the 
decision on Hanrahan has been made, I 
don't see any point in going in any other 
direction." 


Ironically, Simon concedes, he might 


well be the Democratic candidate for 
governor today had Hanrahan been left 
on the ticket. 


It's possible Democrats could have 


avoided a heavy Republican crossover if 
Hanrahan had not been bumped, Simon 
said. 


"What happened is the Republicans 


came over voting for Hanrahan and in 
the process voted anti-Daley, antima- 
chine, antiestablishment, or whatever it 
was, and I got caught in the crossfire," 
Simon said 


"I'm not a great Monday morning 


quarterback. You can always figure out 
mistakes that were made," Simon said. 
"And I'm not saying dumping Hanrahan 
was a mistake, because I felt at the time 
it was the right decision." 


Besides the GOP crossover vote, Sim- 


on pointed to distortion by Walker of his 
income tax stand and too little revenue 
to meet the campaign outlay of his oppo- 
nent. 


"I tried to make it clear on the in- 


come tax I was not talking about an 
overall tax increase but simply tax re- 
form within the present structure," Sim- 


on said. "The reaction to my tax propos- 
al was greater than expected and we 
probably should have had more detail on 
it. 


"Even so, a candidate can't handle 


something like that without an adverse 
public reaction. Voters have to be ma- 
ture enough, sophisticated enough to 
know they can't rely on candidates who 
just tell them what they want to hear," 
Simon said. 


"If I'm a candidate for office again, 


I'll still be saying unpopular things along 
with the popular," Simon said. 


Simon said Walker flooded the air- 


waves with commercials Simon couldn't 
counteract 
"Walker spent eight to 10 


times as much as I did on TV ads which 
said, 'Don't let Paul Simon raise your 
taxes.' 


SIMON SAID during the primary cam- 


paign he favored raising the state in- 
come tax, but only after the sales tax on 
food and the personal property tax were 
lifted and the real estate levy reduced. 
Walker said Simon's proposal, tf enacted, 
would triple state income tax payments. 


But for all their campaign clashes over 


the tax issue, Simon said he shares 
Walker's basic philosophies and thinks 
Walker will make a good governor if he 
defeats Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie in No- 
vember. 


"The picture on the part of a lot of 


people is that Walker will be a wild man 
if he gets in," Simon said. "I don't think 
he will be. I think he'll be a responsible 
governor. That's my belief, and certainly 
my hope, and on that basis I'm support- 
ing him." 


Simon said Walker has an "excellent 


chance" of beating Ogilvie. 
, 


As for his own political future, Simon 


says he'll do the best job he can where 
he is and let political tomorrows take 
care of themselves. 


"At the age of 43," Simon said, "I have 


to regard the possibility that I may be a 
candidate again. What that office might 
be, and when — or if — I don't know." 


What will he do in the meantime? 


Though refusing to outline them in detail, 
Simon said he has six job offers from 
universities, two of them out of the 
state, one from a "business firm" and 
another from a newspaper chain he 
wouldn't identify. 


But whatever Paul Simon does 
be- 


tween now and January next year when 
his term as lieutenant governor expires, 
he's going to be a lot less active than he 
had hoped to be

Offered 
For 


Howie Land 


The highest offer yet received for the 


purchase of the Howie-In-The-Hills site in 
Hoffman Estates, alone and without joint 
purchase of the Apple Orchard devel- 
opment in Bartlett, is $4.75 million. 


The highest bid as of yesterday morn- 


ing for the two sites together was $8.84 
million. 


Bids for the two sites are still being 


taken, and it is hoped "maybe one or two 
others will come in," Steve Bashwiner, 
attorney representing the receivership 
which holds title to the land said. 


The two development sites make up 


the bulk of the assets of City Savings 
Association of Chicago, put into receiv- 
ership in 1968 by Judge William Camp- 
bell of Federal District Court. At that 
time, City Savings had assets appraised 
at only $10 million, while it owed depos- 
itors $28 million. 


EARLY THIS YEAR Judge Campbell 


ordered — in response to depositors' de- 
mands — immediate sale of all assets 
and disbursement of proceeds remaining 
after settlement of suits against the asso- 
ciation to the depositors. 


Monday Bashwiner reported to Judge 


Campbell on seven bids he had received 
on the property. Judge Campbell is to 
select a bidder at 2 p m. Thursday. Bash- 
winer said yesterday no new bids had 
been received, although he hoped to have 
more betwesn now and Thursday. H 
more are received, he either will file a 
supplementary report with the judge, or 
report on them orally Thursday, he said. 


After the Thursday ruling, said Bash- 


winer, he and the selected developer will 
approach the villages of Hoffman Es- 
tates and Bartlett to discuss the possi- 
bility of obtaining the zoning desired by 
the developer. Most of the bids are con- 
tingent on obtaining proper zoning, al- 
though Bashwiner said only one devel- 
oper specified the zoning which would be 
requested. Bashwiner said he was not 
free to disclose what zoning that bidder 
had specified, or which had named a 
particular zoning. 


HOFFMAN ESTATES Village Atty. 


Edward Hofert already has said he will 
negotiate a settlement of suits against 
the village, using zoning for bargaining 
power He will not accept any settlement 
in which the village is liable for anything 
except zoning, he said. The village is in- 
volved in two suits, one before Judge 
Campbell and one before Cook County 
Circuit Court Judge Helen McGillicuddy, 
with claims totaling $1 million sought 
from the village in them. 


Of the bids for the land purchase, only 


one is for Howie-In-The-Hills alone. Ac- 
cording to Bashwiner's report, a major 
Chicago area builder and developer of- 
fered $4.75 million for the site March 13. 
The terms of the offer specify payment 
of $25,000 earnest money on execution of 
a formal contract, with the balance to be 
paid on closing. 


"This offer was subject to (the) buyer 


obtaining extensive rezoning from the 
Village of Hoffman Estates, and requires 
the receivers to resolve all pending lien 
problems on that land. The closing date 
set forth in the agreement was Aug. 1," 
Bashwiner's report stated. 


Another bidder on the two sites offered 


$8 million, subject to financing and ap- 
propriate zoning, with details to be re- 
solved later.

Jayne Murder Confession Suppression Motion Eyed 


A hearing on a defense motion to sup- 


press the confession of one of the men 
charged with the murder of Inverness 
horseman George Jayne began yesterday 
in the Criminal Courts building in Chi- 
cago. 


The motion was filed in behalf of 


Julius Barnes, 44, of Chicago, the man 
who allegedly pulled the trigger and 
killed Jayne during a family card game 
at his home, 1918 Banbury Ln. 


George Howard, Barnes' attorney, said 


Barnes was not aware of his right to 
counsel when he made the statement 
May 22,1971. 


Barnes is charged with murder and 


conspiracy to commit murder alon'g with 
Joseph LaPlaca, 47, of Elgin and Silas 
Jayne, 63, brother of the victim, also of 
Elgin,

between him and Silas, which centered 
on their competition in horse breeding 
and showing. 


A fourth defendant, Edward Nefeld, 27,

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Warrant Ruled In valid—Murder Suspect Free

Ronald Helton, accused of the Novem- 


ber 1969 murder of an Arlington Heights 
service station attendant, walked out of 
the Criminal Courts Building yesterday a 
free man after the charges against him 
were dropped by the state. 


Helton, now 19 years old. was freed of 


the armed robbery and murder charges 
after Circuit Court Judge Daniel J. Ryan 
sustained a defense motion to suppress 
several statements the youth made. 
Judge Ryan also found the original com- 
plaint against Helton and the arrest war- 
rant were Invalid. 


Judge Ryan apparently based his deci- 


sion, in part, on testimony which in- 
dicated the Arlington Heights police 
heaped favors on Helton in return for his 
cooperation in making statements about 
the robbery-murder. 


Helton, of 419 S. Webster St., Naper- 


ville, was charged with the stabbing 
death of Fred Taillon. 64, of 661 N. Wilke 
Rd.. Arlington Heights, Nov. 11,1D69. 


Taillon was stabbed 13 times while he 


was working the midnight to B a.m. shift 
at the Arlington Park Shell service sta- 
tion at the corner of Euclid Avenue and 
Wilke Road. 


Have A Question? 


According to police reports at the time, 


Taillon tried to escape his attacker by 
crashing through a plate glass window at 
the station and running to a home at 621 
N. 
Wilke Rd. Police said 
Taillon 


smashed a window at that address in an 
attempt to get help. The attacker, how- 
ever, apparently chased the man and in- 
flicted the fatal wound on the front porch 
of the home. 


The robber got away with $87, police 


said. 


THE STATE DROPPED the charges 


against Helton yesterday after Judge 
Ryan suppressed from evidence several 
written and video-tape recorded state- 
ments made by Helton in the approxi- 
mately four months following his arrest 
Dec. 19,1969. 


The judge announced his decision to 


suppress the statements and to quash the 
arrest warrant at the conclusion of sev- 
eral days of hearings on the defense mo- 
tion in the past two weeks. 


M e I v i n Kamm, Helton's attorney, 


charged the statements were taken in- 
voluntarily and in violation of rights 
guaranteed in the Fourth, Fifth and 
Fourteenth amendments. 


Helton was first interviewed by Ailing-

parked car and pushed it 56 feet before 
both vehicles came to a halt. 


BUFFALO GROVE firemen reported

On that day and the following day, Hel- 


ton reportedly made both oral and writ- 
ten statements to police, indicating his 
knowledge of the crime, but implicating 
three other young men. 


Judge Ryan ruled those 
statements 


were legal and were allowed to be in- 
troduced into evidence. 


ACCORDING TO TESTIMONY given 


at the hearings on the motions, Helton 
was arrested on the basis of a-complaint 
sworn to by police Lt. George Ekblad. 
Judge Paul O'Malley then issued an ar- 
rest warrant. 


Kamm argued the complaint was im- 


proper because it did not show any prob- 
able cause. He said the arrest warrant 
was also improper because there was no 
probable cause. 


Judge Ryan agreed. In his ruling he 


said there was no inclusion of probable 
cause and added that although Ekblad 
may have given additional information 


under oath, there is no record of such 
testimony because there was no court re- 
porter in the courtroom. "They didn't 
state how they knew Helton committed 
those crimes," Judge Ryan said. 


Kamm also attacked 
the 
probable 


cause question on the basis of the treat- 
ment of Helton while he was being held 
in the Arlington Heights police station. 


"If there was probable cause on Dec. 


29," Kamm asked, "What happened to it 
two days later when the police allowed 
him (Helton) to leave the jail accom- 
panied only by his parents? It was not in 
the complaint and it did not exist two 
days later when they allowed him to 
leave the jail." 


Ronald Magnes, assistant state's attor- 


ney, had argued the police had antici- 
pated Helton would be a state's witness. 


Helton was arraigned before Judge 


O'Malley in the Arlington Heights court 
Dec. 31. In the next three and one-half 
months' he reportedly made at least sev- 
en more statements, all of which are 
said to contradict each other. 


IN 
SUPPRESSING 
THOSE 
state- 


ments, the last of which reportedly con- 
tained a confession by Helton, Judge 
Ryan ruled they had been obtained 


through mental coercion. 


The judge said initially there was no 


indication Helton expressly waived his 
rights to an attorney after he was ad- 
vised of his rights. Judge Ryan noted one 
of the statements was taken shortly after 
Helton was arraigned, and was attended 
by Arlington Heights and Rolling Mead- 
ows police and Joseph Poduska, assist- 
ant state's attorney, but not by the public 
defender which had been appointed at 
the arraignment. 


Another consideration in his ruling, the 


judge said, was that Helton was detained 
in the Arlington Heights police station 
from the date of his arraignment through 
April 14, 1971, in violation of a writ or- 
dering him to be sent to the Cook County 
jail. 


That order 
was made by Judge 


O'Malley at the arraignment. Poduska, 
however, reportedly told police to keep 
.Helton in Arlington Heights because 
there was no room at the county jail. 


Judge Ryan noted that during the next 


106 days Helton was kept in Arlington 
Heights, and was rewarded with several 
favors. Kamm argued, and Judge Ryan 
agreed, statements made in return for 
reward are invalid. 


Miramonti is the former owner of the 


Union Hotel in Wheeling. 


He was released from custody on $4,500 


bond. No court hearing date on the 
charge has been set. 


The charge, which is a violation of the 


Organized Crime Control Act, carries pe- 
nalties as high as five years imprison- 
ment, a $20,000 fine or both.

DURING HELTON'S STAY in the Ar- 


lington Heights jail, Judge Ryan said, 
the youth was treated as a trustee, de- 
spite the fact he was being held without 
bond on a murder charge. 


The judge said Helton was often kept in 


an unlocked cell, was paid $10 per week 
to "sweep up around the jail," and was 
allowed to leave the jail in the presence 
of his parents and pob'cemen. Kamm 
said Helton was taken on Tuesday night 
bowling trips with detectives who also 
purchased model boats for the youth to 
work on in his cell. 


Sometime during the evening of April 


14, police said Helton called a detective 
to his cell and confessed he committed 
the crime. Kamm said Helton refused to 
repeat that statement the following day 
after he consulted with a public defend- 
er. The defense attorney said Helton told 
him when he was returned to his cell 
that day, "they had taken the mattress 
out of my cell and broke all my boats." 


In arguing his motion Kamm also told 


the judge he was unaware of at least 
three statements Helton had made to po- 
lice until the hearings started recently. 
Only then, he said, was he given copies 
of the statements. Magnes told the judge 
he turned them over to defense counsel 
the day he received them from the Ar- 
lington Heights police, almost two years 
after Helton gave the information. 


NOTING STILL ANOTHER irregular- 


ity. Judge Ryan questioned why Judge 
O'Malley admonished Helton as to his 
rights during the arraignment. The judge 
said the responsibility for warning a man 
of his rights rests with the police at the 
time of arrest. "Why would the magis- 
trate advise the man he has the right to 
an attorney after he has already appoint- 
ed a public defender." 
Judge Ryan 


asked. "And why wasn't that public de- 
fender present a short time later when a 
video-tape statement was taken?" 


After the ruling, Magnes said he felt he 


had no other alternative but to request 
the charges against Helton be stricken 
with leave to reinstate. The prosecutor 
also said he plans to appeal the judge's 
ruling to the appellate court. 


The dropping of the charges indicates 


the state has little or no other evidence 
they can use against the Naperville 
youth. 


Helton was the last of five persons 


originally connected to the crime by po- 
lice. One of them was eliminated from 
consideration in early January, 1970. The 
other three were cut loose two days after 
Helton was indicted April 15, 1970, at 
which time he was transferred to the 
Cook County jail.

Julius Barnes, 44, of Chicago, the man 
who allegedly pulled the trigger and 
killed Jayne during a family card game 
at his home, 1918 Banbury Ln. 


George Howard, Barnes' attorney, said 


Barnes was not aware of his right to 
counsel when he made the statement 
May 22,1971. 


Barnes is charged with murder and 


conspiracy to commit murder along with 
Joseph LaPlaca, 47, of Elgin and Silas 
Jayne, 63, brother of the victim, also of 
Elgin. 


The death of Jayne ended a long feud 


between him and Silas, which centered 
on their competition in horse breeding 
and showing. 


A fourth defendant, Edward Nefeld, 27,

ter he learned a fifth man, Melvin 
Adams, was going to be granted immun- 
ity to testify for the state. 


Walsh said Barnes made the statement 


without any threats, coercion or promise 
of reward. 


Howard claimed later, however, that 


police interrogated Barnes for hours be- 
fore he was taken to Walsh and was, in 
fact, coerced into making the confession. 


Two policemen who said they were 


present during the questioning by Walsh 
also testified yesterday that Barnes 
made the confession voluntarily. 


Motherway said he plans to call still 


more witnesses today to prove Barnes 
was not coerced. 


Before the hearing began yesterday 


Judge Fitzgerald denied a defense mo- 
tion to declare the Illinois rules on dis- 


covery unconstitutional. 


THE TEAM of defense attorneys had

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Taillon Murder Suspect A Free Man 


by ROGER CAPETTINI 


Ronald Helton, accused of the Novem- 


ber 1969 murder of an Arlington Heights 
service station attendant, walked out of 
the Criminal Courts Building yesterday a 
free man after the charges against him 
were dropped by the state. 


Helton, now 19 years old. was freed of 


the armed robbery and murder charges 
after Circuit Court Judge Daniel J. Ryan 
sustained a defense motion to suppress 
several 
statements the youth made. 


Judge Ryan also found the original com- 
plaint against Helton and the arrest war- 
rant were invalid. 


Judge Ryan apparently based his deci- 


sion, in part, on testimony which in- 
dicated the Arlington Heights police 
heaped favors on Helton in return for his 
cooperation in making statements about 
the robbery-murder. 


Helton, of 419 S. Webster St., Naper- 


vili<?, was charged with the stabbing 
death of Fred Taillon. 64, of 661 N. Wilke 
Rd.. Arlington Heights. Nov. 11, 1959. 


Taillon was stabbed 13 times while he 


was working She midnight to 8 a.m. shift 
at the Arlington Park Shell service sta- 
tion at the corner of Euclid Avenue and 
Wilke Road. 


According to police reports at the time, 


Taillon tried to escape his attacker hy 
crashing through a plate glass window at 
the station and running to a home at 621 
N. Wilke Rd. Police said Taillon 
smashed a window at that address in an 
attempt to get help. The attacker, how- 
ever, apparently chased the man and in- 
flicted the fatal wound on the front porch 
of the home. 


The robber got away with $8", police 


said. 


THE STATE DROPPED the charges 


against Helton yesterday after Judge 
Ryan suppressed from evidence several 
written and video-tape recorded state- 
ments made by Helton in the approxi- 
mately four months following his arrest 
Dec. 19,1969. 


The judge announced his decision to 


suppress the statements and to quash the 
arrest warrant at the conclusion' of sev- 
eral clays of hearings on the defense mo- 
tion in the past two weeks. 


M e 1 v i n Kamm, Helton's attorney, 


charged the statements were taken in- 
voluntarily and in violation .of rights 
guaranteed in the Fourth, Fifth ami 
Fourteenth amendments. 


Helton was first interviewed by Arling- 


ton Heights police Dec. 26, 1969 while he 
was awaiting trial on burglary' charges 
in the DuPage County jail. Police said 
they questioned Helton after they were 
informed he may have been involved in 
other gas station holdups in which a 
knife was used. 


On that day and the following day, Hel- 


ton reportedly made both oral and writ- 
ten statements to police, indicating his 
knowledge of the crime, but implicating 
three other young men, 


Judge Ryan ruled those statements 


were legal and were allowed to be in- 
troduced into evidence. 


ACCORDING TO TESTIMONY given 


at the hearings on the motions, Helton 
was arrested on the basis of a complaint 
sworn to by police Lt. George Ekblad. 
Judge Paul O'Malley then issued an ar- 
rest warrant. 


Kamm argued the complaint was im- 


proper because it did not show any prob- 
able cause. He said the arrest warrant 


was also improper because there was no 
probable cause.' 


Judge Ryan, agreed. In his ruling he 


said there was no inclusion of probable 
cause and added that although Ekblad 
may have given additional information 
under oath, there is no record of such 
testimony because there was no court re- 
porter in the courtroom. "They didn't 
state how they knew Helton committed 
those crimes," Judge Ryan said. 


Kamm also attacked the probable 


cause question on the basis of the treat- 
ment of Helton whilje he was being held 
in the Arlington Heights police station. 


"If there was probable cause on Dec. 


29," Kamm asked, "What happened to it 
two days later when the police allowed 
him (Helton) to leave the jail accom- 
panied only by his parents? It was not in 
the complaint and it did not exist two 
days later when they allowed him to 
leave the jail." 


Ronald Magnes, assistant state's attor- 


ney, had argued the police had antici- 
pated Helton would be a state's witness. 


Helton was arraigned before Judge 


O'Malley in the Arlington Heights court 
Dec. 31. In the next three and one-half 
months he reportedly made at least sev- 
en more statements, all of which are 
said to contradict each other. 


IN 
SUPPRESSING 
THOSE 
state- 


ments, the last of which reportedly con- 
tained a confession by Helton, Judge 
Ryan ruled they "had been obtained 
through mental coercion. 


The judge said initially there was no 


indication Helton expressly waived his 
rights to an attorney after he was ad- 
vised of his rights. Judge Ryan noted one 
of the statements was taken shortly after 


Helton was arraigned, and was attended 
by Arlington Heights and Rolling Mead- 
ows police and Joseph Poduska, assist- 
ant state's attorney, but not by the public 
defender which had been appointed at 
the arraignment., 


Another consideration in his ruling, the 


judge said, was that Helton was detained 
in the Arlington Heights police station 
from the date of his arraignment through 
April 14, 1971, in violation of a writ or- 
dering him to be sent to the Cook County 
jail. 
v 
That order was made by 
Judge 


O'Malley at the arraignment. Poduska, 
however, reportedly told police to keep 
Helton in Arlington Heights because 
there was no room at the county jail. 


Judge Ryan noted that during the next 


106 days Helton was kept in Arlington 
Heights, and was rewarded with several 
favors. Kamm argued, andx Judge Ryan 
agreed, statements made in return for 
reward are invalid. 


DURING HELTON'S STAY in the Ar- 


lington Heights jail, Judge Ryan said, 
the youth was treated as a trustee, de- 
spite the fact he was being held without 
bond on a murder charge. 


The judge said Helton was often kept in 


an unlocked cell, was paid $10 per week 
to "sweep up around the jail," and was 
allowed to leave the jail in the presence 
of his parents and policemen. Kamm 
said Helton was taken on Tuesday night 
bowling trips with detectives who also 
purchased model boats for the youth to 
work on in his cell. 


The dropping of the charges indicates 


the state has little or no other evidence 
they can use against the Naperville 
youth.

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Schools, Parks Vs. Chesterfield 
Officials, Developer Clash 
Over Plan For Townhouses

The Buffalo Grove Park District and 


School Dist. 96 locked 
horns with 


Chesterfield Developers Wednesday night 
at the Buffalo Grove Plan Commission 
hearing. 


Chesterfield developers are asking 


modifications of certain portions of the 
1 9 6 9 a n n e x a t i o n agreement which 
allowed them to construct apartments at 
the northeast eorner of Arlington Heights 
and Lake-Cook roads. 


The developers want to build 300 town- 


house units, known as Promontory West, 
instead of 435 apartment units approved 
in the original annexation agreement for 
the 32-acrc plot, 


The Park District is arguing the modi- 


fied plan does not offer adequate recrea- 
tion area for the number of persons who 
will live in the development. School Dist. 
96 feels not enough money is- being do- 
nated to cover the cost of educating the 
new students the townhouses will put into 
the district. 


School Supt. William Hltzcman said the 


apartments would have put an estimated 
96 students into the district, while the 
townhouses. which will have more bed- 
rooms will add 24? students to the school 
rolls. 


FRED HILLMAN, executive vice pres- 


ident of Chesterfield Inc., originally 
agreed Chesterfield would donate $100 to 
the village for each apartment unit, for a 
total of $43,500. 


Under the proposed 
townhouse ar- 


rangement, Hitlman said his firm is now 
prepared to give the village $30,000, as 
per the original agreement, plus an addi- 
tional $25,000 directly to Dist. 96. 


Recognizing the preannexatton agree- 


ment of 1969 is already law, Hitzeman 
said he will recommend to his school 


board members that they accept the 
$25,000, realizing they would never get 
the full $1,000 required to educate each 
new student. 


William Kiddle, park district president 


said land set aside for recreation use in 
the planned development is not in keep- 
ing with the park district's master plan. 
He has objected to the revised plan since 
it was first announced, and indicated 
Wednesday night he is concerned the 
new plan does not include a swimming 
pool, which the original plan did. 


KIDDLE SAID HE would also like to 


see the developers provide a more cen- 
tral recreation location. The site plan 
now shows the primary recreation area 
in the southwest corner of the plot, adja- 
cent to the proposed 3,9-acre commercial 
section which has been zoned B-2. 


Carl Genrich, plan commission chair- 


man, continued the hearing until 8 p.m. 
April Id, and suggested Hillman attend 
the Dist. 96, and park board meetings in 
the meantime. Hillman was not pleased 
with the continuance. He said,"I'll be 
willing to come back — but we've made 
a lot of effort so far. My company has 
spent a lot of time with members of the 
village." 


Genrich also suggested Chesterfield of- 


ficials present some idea of what they 
plan to do with the allotted recreation 
area. To date they have only made brief 
indications of what might be done with 
the land. 


Architect Milton Schwartz said the in-

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Taillon Murder Suspect A Free Man

Ronald Helton, accused of the Novem- 


ber 1069 murder or an Arlington Heights 
service station attendant, walked out of 
tne Criminal Courts Building yesterday a 
free man after the charges against him 
were dropped by the state. 


Helton, now 19 years old. was freed of 


the armed robbery and murder charges 
after Circuit Court Judge Daniel J. Ryan 
sustained a defense motion to suppress 
several statements the youth made. 
Judge Ryan also found the original com- 
Plamt against Helton and the arrest war- 
rant were invalid. 


_ Judge Ryan apparently based his deci- 
sion, in part, on testimony which in- 
dicated the Arlington Heights policu 
heaped favors on Helton in return for his 
cooperation in making statements about 
the robbery-murder. 


Helton, of 41D S, Webster St.. Naper- 


ville. was charged with the stabbing 
death of Fred Taillon. 64, of 6B1 N. Wilke 
Rd.. Arlington Heights, Nov. 11,1S69. 


Taillon was stabbed 13 times while he 


was working the midnight to 8 a.m. 
shift 


at the Arlington Park Shell service sta- 
tion at the corner of Euclid Avenue and 
Wilke Road. 


According to police reports at the time. 


Taillon tried to escape his attacker by 
crashing through a plate glass window at 
the station and running to a home at 621 
N, 
Wilke 
Rd. 
Police said 
Taillon 


smashed a window at that address in an 
attempt to get help. The attacker, 
how- 


ever, apparently chased the man and in- 
flicted the fatal wound on the front porch 
of the home. 


The robber got away with $87. police 


said. 


THE STATE DROPPED the charges 


against Helton yesterday after Judge 
Ryan suppressed from evidence several 
written and video-tape recorded state- 
ments made by Helton in the approxi- 
mately four months following his arrest 
Dec. 
19, 1969. 


The judge announced his decision to 


suppress the statements and to quash the 
arrest warrant at the conclusion of sev- 
eral clays of hearings on the defense mo- 
tion in the past two weeks. 


M e I v i n Kamm, Helton's attorney, 


charged the statements were taken in- 
voluntarily and in violation of rights 
guaranteed in the Fourth, Fifth and 
Fourteenth amendments. 


Helton was first interviewed by Arling- 


ton Heights police Dec, 26, 1969 while he 
was awaiting trial on burglary charges 
in the DuPage County jail. Police said 
they questioned Helton after they .were 
informed he may have been involved in 
other gas station holdups in which a 
knife was used. 


On that clay and the following day, Hel- 


ton reportedly made both oral and writ- 
ten statements to police, indicating his 
knowledge of the crime, but implicating 
three other young men. 


Judge Ryan ruled those statements 


were legal and were allowed to be in- 
troduced into evidence. 


ACCORDING TO TESTIMONY given 


at the hearings on the motions, Helton 
was arrested on the basis of a complaint 
sworn to by police Lt. George Ekblad. 
Judge Paul O'Malley then issued an ar- 
rest warrant. 


Kamm argued the complaint was im- 


proper because it did not show any prob- 
able cause. He said the arrest warrant 


was also improper because there was no 
probable cause. 


Judge Ryan agreed. In his ruling he 


said there was no inclusion of probable 
cause and added that although Ekblad 
may have given additional information 
under oath, there is no record of such 
testimony because there was no court re- 
porter in the courtroom. "They didn't 
state how they knew Helton committed 
those crimes," Judge Ryan said. 


Kamm also attacked the 
probable 


cause question on the basis of the treat- 
ment of Helton while he was being held 
in the Arlington Heights police station. 


"If there was probable cause on Dec. 


29," Kamm asked, "What happened to it 
two days later when the police allowed 
him (Helton) to leave the jail accom- 
panied only by his parents? It was not in 
the complaint and it did not exist two 
days later when they allowed him to 
leave the jail," 


Ronald Magnes, assistant state's attor- 


ney, 
had argued the police had antici- 


pated Helton would be a state's witness. 


Helton was arraigned before Judge 


O'Malley in the Arlington Heights court 


Dec. 
31. In the next three and one-half 


months he reportedly made at least .sev- 
en more statements, all of which are 
said to contradict each other. 


IN 
SUPPRESSING 
THOSE 
state- 


ments, the last of which reportedly con- 
tained a confession by Helton, Judge 
Ryan ruled they had been obtained 
through mental coercion. 


The judge said initially there was no 


indication Helton expressly waived his 
rights to an attorney after he was ad- 
vised of his rights. Judge Ryan noted one 
of the statements was taken shortly after 


Helton was arraigned, and was attended 
by Arlington Heights and Rolling Mead- 
ows police and Joseph Poduska, assist- 
ant state's attorney,.but not by the public 
defender which had been appointed at 
the arraignment. 


Another consideration in his ruling, the 


judge said, was that Helton was detained 
in the Arlington Heights police station 
from the date of his arraignment through 
April 14, 1971, in violation of a writ or- 
dering him to be sent to the Cook County 
jail. 


That 
order was made 
by Judge 


O'Malley at the arraignment. Poduska, 
however, reportedly told police to keep 
Helton in Arlington Heights because 
there was no room at the county jail. 


Judge Ryan noted that during the next 


106 days Helton was kept in Arlington 
Heights, and was rewarded with several 
favors. Kamm argued, and Judge Ryan 
agreed, statements made in return for 
reward are invalid. 


DURING HELTON'S STAY in the Ar- 


lington Heights jail, Judge Ryan said, 
the'youth was treated as a trustee, de- 
spite the fact he was being held without 
bond on a murder charge. 


The judge said Helton was often kept in 


an unlocked cell, was paid $10 per week 
to "sweep up around the jail," and was 
allowed to leave the jail in the presence 
of his parents and policemen. Kamm 
said Helton was taken on Tuesday night 
bowling trips with detectives who also 
purchased model boats for the youth to 
•work on in his cell. 


The dropping of the charges indicates 


the state has little or no other evidence 
they can use against the Naperville 
youth.

Barnes was not aware of his right to 
counsel when he made the statement 
May 22,1971. 


Barnes is charged with murder and 


conspiracy to commit murder along with 
Joseph LaPlaca, 47, of Elgin and Silas 
Jayn6, 63, brother of the victim, also o£ 
Elgin. 


The death of Jayne ended a long feud 


between him and Silas, which centered 
on their competition in horse breeding

Ronald Helton, accused of the Novem- 


ber 1969 murder of an Arlington Heights 
service station attendant, walked out of 
the Criminal Courts Building yesterday a 
free man after the charges against him 
were dropped by the state. 


Helton, now 19 years old, was freed of 


the armed robbery and murder charges 
after Circuit Court Judge Daniel J. Ryan 
sustained a defense motion to suppress 
several statements the youth made. 
Judge Ryan also found the original com- 
plaint against Helton and the arrest war- 
rant were invalid. 


Judge Ryan apparently based his deci- 


sion, in part, on testimony which in- 
dicated the Arlington Heights police 
heaped favors on Helton in return for his 
cooperation in making statements about 
the robbery-murder. 


Helton, of 419 S. Webster St., Naper- 


ville, was charged with the stabbing 
death of Fred Taillon, 64, of 661 N. Wilke 
Rd., Arlington Heights, Nov. 11,1969. 


Taillon was stabbed 13 times while he 


was working the midnight to 8 a.m. shift 
at the Arlington Park Shell service sta- 
tion at the corner of Euclid Avenue and 
Wilke Road. 


According to police reports at the time, 


Taillon tried to escape his attacker by 
crashing through a plate glass window at 
the station and running to a home at 621 
N. Wilke Rd. Police said Taillon 
smashed a window at that address in an 
attempt to get help. The attacker, how- 
ever, apparently chased the man and in- 
flicted the fatal wound on the front porch 
of the home.

The robber got away with $87, police 


said. 


THE STATE DROPPED the charges 


against Helton yesterday after Judge 
Ryan suppressed from evidence several 
written and video-tape recorded state- 
ments made by Helton in the approxi- 
mately four months following his arrest 
Dec. 19,1069. 


The judge announced his decision to 


suppress the statements and to quash the 


arrest warrant at the conclusion of sev- 
eral days of hearings on the defense mo- 
tion in the past two weeks. 


M e I v i n Kamm, Helton's attorney, 


charged the statements were taken in- 
voluntarily and in violation of rights 
guaranteed in the Fourth, Fifth and 
Fourteenth amendments. 


Helton was first interviewed by Arling- 


ton Heights police Dec. 26, 1969 while he 
was awaiting trial on burglary charges 
in the DuPage County jail. Police said 
they questioned Helton after they were 
informed he may have been involved in 
other gas station holdups in which a 
knife was used. 


On that day and the following day, Hel- 


ton reportedly made, both oral and writ- 
ten statements to police, indicating his 
knowledge of the crime, but implicating 
three other young men. 


Judge Ryan ruled those statements 


were legal and were allowed to be in- 


• troduced into evidence. 


ACCORDING TO TESTIMONY given 


at the hearings on the motions, Helton 
was arrested on the basis of a complaint 
sworn to by police Lt. George Ekblad. 
Judge Paul O'Malley then issued an ar- 
rest warrant. 


Kamm argued.the complaint was im- 


proper because it did not show any prob- 
able cause. He said the arrest warrant

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was also improper because there was no 
probable cause. 


Judge Ryan agreed. In his ruling he 


said there was no inclusion of probable 
cause and added that although Ekblad 
may have given additional information 
under oath, there is no record of such 
testimony because there was no court re- 
porter in the courtroom. "They didn't 
state how they knew Helton committed 
those crimes," Judge Ryan said. 


Kamm also attacked- the probable 


cause question on the basis of the treat- 
ment of Helton while he was being held 
in the Arlington Heights police station. 


"If there was probable cause on Dec. 


29," Kamm asked, "What happened to it 
two days later when the police allowed 
him (Helton) to leave the jail accom- 
panied only by his parents? It was not in 
the complaint and it did not exist two 
days later when they allowed him to 
leave the jail." 


Ronald Magnes, assistant state's attor- 


ney, had argued the police had antici- 
pated Helton would be a state's witness. 


Helton was arraigned before Judge 


O'Malley in the Arlington Heights court 
Dec. 31. In the next three and one-half 
months he reportedly made at least sev- 
en more statements, all of which are 
said to contradict each other. 


IN 
SUPPRESSING 
THOSE 
state- 


ments, the last of which reportedly con- 
tained a confession by Helton, Judge 
Ryan ruled they had been obtained 
through mental coercion. 


The judge said initially there was no 


indication Helton expressly waived his 
rights to an attorney after he was ad- 
vised of his rights. Judge Ryan noted one 
of the statements was taken shortly after 
Helton was arraigned, and was attended 
by Arlington Heights and Rolling Mead- 
ows police and Joseph Poduska, assist- 
ant state's attorney, but not by the public 
defender which had been appointed at 
the arraignment. 


Another consideration in his ruling, the 


judge said, was that Helton was detained 
in the Arlington Heights police station 
from the date of his arraignment through 
April 14, 1971, in violation of a writ or- 
dering him to be sent to the Cook County 
jail. 


That order was made by Judge 


O'Malley at the arraignment, Poduska, 
however, reportedly told police to keep 
Helton in Arlington Heights because 
there was no room at the county jail. 


Judge Ryan noted that during the next 


106 days Helton was kept in Arlington 
Heights, and was rewarded with several 
favors. Kamm argued, and Judge Ryan

agreed, statements made in return for 
reward are invalid. 


DURING MELTON'S STAY in the Ar- 


lington Heights jail, Judge Ryan said, 
the youth was treated as a trustee, de- 
spite the fact he was being held without 
bond on a murder charge. 


The judge said Helton was often kept in 


an unlocked cell, was paid $10 per week 
to "sweep up around the jail." and was 
allowed to leave the jail in the presence 
of his parents and policemen. Kamm 
said Helton was taken on Tuesday night 
bowling trips with detectives who also 
purchased model boats for the youth to 
work on in his cell. 


Sometime during the evening of April 


14, police said Helton called a detective 
to his cell and confessed he committed 
the crime. Kamm said Helton refused to 
repeat that statement the following day 
after he consulted with a public defend- 
er. The defense attorney said Helton told 
him when he was returned to his cell 
that day. "they had taken the mattress 
out of my cell and broke alt my boats." 


In arguing his motion Kamm also told 


the judge he was unaware of at least 
three statements Helton had made to po- 
lice until the hearings started recently. 
Only then, he said, was he given copies 
of the statements. Magnes told the judge 
he turned them over to defense counsel 
the day he received them from the Ar- 
lington Heights police, almost two years 
after Helton gave the information. 


NOTING STILL ANOTHER irregular- 


ity, Judge Ryan questioned why Judge 
O'Malley admonished Helton as to his 
rights during the arraignment. The judge 
said the responsibility for warning a man 
of his rights rests with the police at the 
time of arrest. "Why would the magis- 
trate advise the man he has the right to 
an attorney after he has already appoint- 
ed a public defender," Judge Ryan 
asked. "And why wasn't that public de- 
fender present a short time later when a 
video-tape statement was taken?" 


After the ruling, Magnes said he felt he 


had no other alternative but to request 
the charges against Helton be stricken 


with leave to reinstate. The prosecutor

running an illegal gambling business. 


Miramonti. 58, was arrested at his 


home in Northbrook Monday by FBI 
agents. He had been indicted along with 
22 other men on March 30, and warrants 
for the arrest of the 22 had been Issued. 


Miramonti is the former owner of the 


Union Hotel in Wheeling. 


He was released from custody on $4,500 


bond. No court hearing date on the 
charge has been set, 


The charge, which Is a violation of the 


Organized Crime Control Act, carries pe- 


nalties as high as five years imprison- 
ment, a $20,000 fine or both. 


The men arrested by the FBI were al- 


legedly involved in a million-dollar- 
a-month illegal gambling business. The 
gambling activities included bookmaking 
on horse races and football games as 
well as other forms of gambling.

The death of Jayne ended a long feud 


between him and Silas, which centered 
on their competition in horse breeding

police interrogated Barnes for hours be- 
fore he was taken to Walsh and was, in 
fact, coerced into making the confession. 


Two policemen who said they were 


present during the questioning by Walsh 
also testified yesterday that Barnes 
made the confession voluntarily.

Ronald Helton, accused of the Novem- 


ber 1969 murder of an Arlington Heights 
service station attendant, walked out of 
the Criminal Courts Building yesterday a 
free man after the charges against him 
were dropped by the state. 


Helton, now 19 years old, was freed of 


the armed robbery and murder charges 
after Circuit Court Judge Daniel J. Ryan 
sustained a defense motion to suppress 
several statements the youth made. 
Judge Ryan also found the original com- 
plaint against Helton and the arrest war- 
rant were invalid. 


Judge Ryan apparently based his deci- 


sion, in part, on testimony which in- 
dicated the Arlington Heights police 
heaped favors on Helton in return for his 
cooperation in making statements about 
the robbery-murder. 


Helton, of 419 S. Webster St., Naper- 


ville, was charged with the stabbing 
death of Fred Taillon, 64, of 661 N. Wilke 
Rd., Arlington Heights, Nov. 11,1969. 


Taillon was stabbed 13 times while he 


was working the midnight to 8 a.m. shift 
at the Arlington Park Shell service sta- 
tion at the corner of Euclid Avenue and 
Wilke Road. 


According to police reports at the time, 


Taillon tried to escape his attacker by 
crashing through a plate glass window at 
the station and running to a home at 621 
N. 
Wilke Rd. 
Police 
said 
Taillon 


smashed a window at that address in an 
attempt to get help. The attacker, how- 
ever, apparently chased the man and in- 
flicted the fatal wound on the front porch 
of the home. 


The robber got away with $87, police 


said. 


THE STATE DROPPED the charges 


against Helton yesterday aftec Judge, 
Ryan suppressed from evidence several 
written and video-tape recorded state- 
ments made by Helton in the approxi- 
mately four months following his arrest 
Dec. 19,1969. 


The judge announced his decision to 


suppress the statements and to quash the 


arrest warrant at the conclusion of sev- 
eral days of hearings on the defense mo- 
tion in the past two weeks. 


M e l v i n Kamm, Helton's attorney, 


charged the statements were taken in- 
voluntarily and in violation of rights 
guaranteed in the Fourth, Fifth and 
Fourteenth amendments. 


Helton was first interviewed by Arling- 


ton Heights police Dec. 26, 1969 while he 
was awaiting trial on burglary charges 
in the DuPage County jail. Police said 
they questioned Helton after they were 
informed he may have been involved in 
other gas station holdups in which a 
knife was used. 


On that day and the following day, Hel- 


ton reportedly made both oral and writ- 
ten statements to police, indicating his 
knowledge of the crime, but implicating 
three other young men. 


Judge Ryan ruled those statements 


were legal and were allowed to be in- 
troduced into evidence. 


ACCORDING TO TESTIMONY given 


at the hearings on the motions, Helton 
was arrested on the basis of a complaint 
sworn to by police Lt. George Ekblad. 
Judge Paul O'Malley then issued an ar- 
rest warrant. 


Kamm argued the complaint was im- 


proper because it did not show any prob- 
able cause. He said the arrest warrant

29," Kamm asked, "What happened to it 
two days later when the police allowed 
him (Helton) to leave the jail accom- 
panied only by his parents? It was not in 
the complaint and it did not exist two 
days later when they allowed him to 
leave the jail." 


Ronald Magnes, assistant state's attor- 


ney, had argued the police had antici- 
pated Helton would be a state's witness 


Helton was arraigned before Judge 


O'Malley in the Arlington Heights court 
Dec. 31. In the next three and one-half 
months he reportedly made at least sev- 
en more statements, all of which are 
said to contradict each other. 


IN 
SUPPRESSING 
THOSE state- 


ments, the last of which reportedly con- 
tained a confession by Helton, Judge 
Ryan ruled they had been obtained 
through mental coercion. 


The judge said initially there was no 


indication Helton expressly waived his 
rights to an attorney after he was ad- 
vised of his rights. Judge Ryan noted one 
of the statements was taken shortly after 
Helton was arraigned, and was attended 
by Arlington Heights and Rolling Mead- 
ows police and Joseph Poduska, assist- 
ant state's attorney, but not by the public 
defender which had been appointed at 
the arraignment 


Another consideration in his ruling, the 


judge said, was that Helton was detained 
in the Arlington Heights police station 
from the date of his arraignment through 
April 14, 1971, in violation of a writ or- 
dering him to be sent to the Cook County 
jail. 


That order was made by Judge 


O'Malley at the arraignment. Poduska, 
however, reportedly told police to keep 
Helton in Arlington Heights because 
there was no room at the county jail. 


Judge Ryan noted that during the next 


106 days Helton was kept in Arlington 
Heights, and was rewarded with several 
favors. Kamm argued, and Judge Ryan

A policy limiting topics for discussion

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Charges Dropped In 1969 Murder; Youth Goes Free 


by ROGER CAPETT1NI 


Ronald Helton, accused of the Novem- 


ber 1869 murder of an Arlington Heights 
service station attendant, walked out o( 
the Criminal Courts Building yesterday a 
free man after the charges against him 
were dropped by the state. 


Helton, now 19 years old, was freed of 


the armed robbery and murder charges 
after Circuit Court Judge Daniel J. Ryan 
sustained a defense motion to suppress 
several statements the yojth made. 
Judge Ryan also found the original com- 
plaint against Helton and the arrest war- 
rant were Invalid. 


Judge Ryan apparently based his drci- 


sion. in part, on testimony which in- 
dicated the Arlington Heights police 
heaped favors on Helton in return for his 
cooperation in making statements about 
the robbery-murder. 


Helton, of 41P S Webster St., Naper- 


ville. was charged with the stabbing 
death of Fred Taillon, 64, of 661 N. Wilke 
Rd . Arlington Heights. Nov. 11.1969. 


Taillon was stabbed 13 times while he 


wab working the midnight to 8 a m. shift 
at the Arlington Park Shell service sta- 
tion at the corner of Euclid Avenue and 
Wilke Road. 


According to police reports at the time, 


Taillon tried to escape his attacker by 


crashing through a plate glass window at 
the station and running to a home at 621 
N. 
Wilke 
Rd. 
Police said Taillon 


smashed a window at that address in an 
attempt to get help. The attacker, how- 
ever, apparently chased the man and in- 
flicted the fatal wound on the front porch 
of the home. 


The robber got away wiC $87, police 


said, 


THE STATE DROPPED the charges 


against Helton yesterday after Judge 
Ryan suppressed from evidence several 
written and video-tape recorded state- 
ments made by Helton in the approxi- 
mately four months following his arrest 
Dec. 19, 1969. 


The judge announced his decision to 


suppress the statements and to quash the 
arrest warrant at the conclusion of sev- 
eral days of hearings on the defense mo- 
tion in the past two weeks. 


M e 1 v i n Kamm, Helton's attorney, 


charged the statements were taken in- 
voluntarily and in violation of rights 
guaranteed in the Fourth, Fifth and 
Fourteenth amendments. 


Helton was first interviewed by Arling- 


ton Heights police Dec. 26, 1969 while he 
was awaiting trial on burglary charges 
in the DuPage County jail. Police said 
they questioned Helton after they were 


informed he may have been involved in 
other gas station holdups in which a 
knife was used. 


On that day and the following day, Hel- 


ton reportedly made both oral and writ- 
ten statements to police, indicating his 
knowledge of the crime, but implicating 
three other young men. 


Judge Ryan ruled those statements 


were legal and were allowed to be in- 
troduced into evidence. 


ACCORDING TO TESTIMONY given 


at the hearings on the motions, Helton 
was arrested on the basis of a complaint 
sworn to by police Lt George Ekblad. 
Judge Paul O'Malley then issued an ar- 
rest warrant 


Kamm argued the complaint was im- 


proper because it did not show any prob- 
able cause. He said the arrest warrant 
was also improper because there was no 
probable cause. 


Judge Ryan agreed. In his ruling he 


said there was no inclusion "of probable 
cause and added that although Ekblad 
may have given additional information 
under oath, there is no record of such 
testimony because there was no court re- 
porter in the courtroom "They didn't 
state how they knew Helton committed 
those crimes," Judge Ryan said.

Charges Dropped In 1969 Murder; Youth Goes Free

Benald Helton, accused of the Novem- 


ber 1969 murder of an Arlington Heights 
service station attendant, walked out of 
the Criminal Courts Building yesterday a 
free man after the charges against him 
were dropped by the state. 


Helton, now 19 years old, was freed of 


the armed robbery 'and murder charges 
after Circuit Court Judge Daniel J. Ryan 
sustained a defense motion to suppress 
several statements the youth made. 
Judge Ryan also found the original com- 
plaint against Helton and the arrest war- 
rant were invalid. 


Judge Ryan apparently based his deci- 


sion, in part, on testimony which in- 
dicated the Arlington Heights police 
heaped favors on Helton in return for his 
cooperation in making statements about 
the robbery-murder. 


Helton, of 419 S. Webster St., Naper- 


vilte. was charged with the stabbing 
death of Fred Taillon, 64, of 661 N. Wilke 
Rd., Arlington Heights, Nov. 11,1969. 


Taillon was stabbed 13 times while he 


was working the midnight to 8 a.m. shift 
at the Arlington Park Shell service sta- 
tion at the corner of Euclid Avenue and 
Wilke Road. 


According to police reports at the time, 


Taillon tried to escape his attacker by 
crashing through a plate glass window at 
the station and running to a home at 621 
N. 
Wilke 
Rd. 
Police said > Taillon 


smashed a window at that address in an 
attempt to get help. The attacker, how- 
ever, apparently chased the man and in- 
flicted the fatal wound on the front porch 
of the home. 


The robber got away with $87, police 


said. 


THE STATE DROPPED the charges 


against Helton yesterday after Judge 
Ryan suppressed from evidence several 
written and video-tape recorded state- 
ments made by Helton in the approxi- 
mately fpur months following his arrest 
Dec. 19,1969. 


The judge announced his decision to 


suppress the statements and to quash the 
arrest warrant at the conclusion of sev- 
eral days of hearings on the defense mo- 
tion in the past two weeks. 


M e 1 v i n Kamm, Helton's attorney, 


charged the statements were taken in- 
voluntarily and in violation of rights 
guaranteed in the Fourth, Fifth and 
Fourteenth amendments. 


Helton was first interviewed by Arling- 


ton Heights police Dec. 26, 1969 while he 
was awaiting trial on burglary charges 
in the DuPage County jail. Police said 
they questioned Helton after they were 
informed he may have been involved in 
other gas station holdups in which a 
knife was used.

a mid-winter furniture sale. 


If the development is delayed so as to 


miss this sale, Emanuel said he would 
abandon the project.

store but said they thought the developer 
had provided too much paved parking 
area.

They also thought landscaping details 


required more attention. 


AFTER LENGTHY discussion, the

Ask To Suppress Jayne Murder Confession 


A hearing on a defense motion to sup- 


press the confession of one of the men 
charged with the murder of -Inverness 
horseman George Jayne began yesterday 
in the Criminal Courts building in Chi- 
cago. 


The motion was filed in behalf of 


Julius Barnes, 44, of Chicago, the man 
who allegedly pulled the trigger and 
killed Jayne during a family card game 
at his home, 1918 Banbury Ln. 


George Howard, Barnes' attorney, said 


Barnes was not aware of his right to 
counsel when he made the statement 
May 22,1971. 


Barnes is charged with murder and 


conspiracy to commit murder along with 
Joseph LaPlaca, 47, of Elgin and Silas 
Jayne, 63, brother of the victim, also of 
Elgin. 


The death of Jayne ended a long feud 


between him and Silas, which centered 
on their competition in horse breeding 
and showing. 


A fourth defendant, Edward Nefeld, 27, 


former chief of detectives of the Mark- 
•ham Police Dept., pleaded guiltv to the 
conspiracy charge Wednesday. Nefeld 
was sentenced to three to 10 years in 
prison by Circuit Court Judge Richard J. 
Fitzgerald, who also granted a request 
by Asst. State's Atty. Nicholas Mother- 
way to drop the murder charge against 
Nefeld. 


The hearing on the motion to suppress 


Barnes' alleged confession ended yester- 


day without a ruling. It is scheduled 


resume today in Judge Fitzgerald's 
court. 


MOTHERWAY CALLED three wit- 


nesses to the stand to show Barnes was 
advised of his rights before he made the 
statement. 


The first witness was Matthew Walsh, 


former assistant state's attorney who led 
the investigation of/the rifle slaying. 


Walsh said Barnes at first would not 


reveal what he knew about the murder, 
but then decided he wov;!d cooperate af- 
ter he learned a fifth man, Melvin 
Adams, was going to be granted immun- 
ity to testify for the state. 


Walsh said Barnes made the statement 


without any threats, coercion or promise 
of reward. 


Howard claimed later, however, that 


police interrogated Barnes for hours be- 
fore he was taken to Walsh and was, in 
fact, coerced into making the confession. 


Two policemen who said they were 


present during the questioning by Walsh 
also testified yesterday that 
Barnes 


made the confession voluntarily. 


Motherway said he plans to call still 


more witnesses today to prove Barnes 
was not coerced. 


Before the hearing began yesterday 


Judge Fitzgerald denied a defense mo- 
tion to declare the Illinois rules on dis- 
covery unconstitutional. 


THE TEAM of defense attorneys had 


asked the court to rule it was uncon- 


tostitutional to require the defense to in- 


form the state of the evidence the de- 
fense planned to use. 


The judge also set May 11 as the date 


for a hearing on a motion filed in behalf 
of LaPlaca to suppress the evidence tak- 
en from his home several days after the 
murder. 


Police went to the house after they 


said they received a tip from an 
anonymous caller that LaPlaca had the 
weapon used to kill Jayne. 


No murder weapons was found at that 


time, police said, but they confiscated 
three unregistered handguns.

Taxpayers in Des Plaines will have to 


tighten their belts a little more this 
year to meet the increases announced 
yesterday in property tax rates for Maine 
Township.

62 and in park district 
was set at $7,484 per $100 assessed val- 
uation, an increase of about 2.6 per 
cent over the 1&70 figure of $7,294.

within the park district will pay their 
1971 tax bill at the rate of $7.19 per 
$100 assessed valuation. That rate re- 
presents an increase of about 2.7 per 
cent over last year's rate of $7.004 


The rates for Nlles taxpayers in School 


Dist. 64 and thse for Rosemont in Dist. 
62 showed slight decreases. 


The new tax rates will apply to taxes 


paid this year. The new rates were 
established by the tax levies which re- 
present the expenditures of each taxing 
district during th preceding year.

Des Plaines aldermen will meet al 8 


p.m. Monday at cily hall to discuss a 
proposed reapportionment plan tor the 
cily's eight wards. 


The proposed remap would increase 


the cily council representation for the 
Elk Grove Township portion of the city. 
It also throws three present aldermen 
into a new 5th Ward on the south side 
and would leave an opening in a new 4th 
ward on the near west side. 


The new wards will conlain about 7,000 


residents each, reflecting the rise in the 
cily's population since 1965, according to 
Cily Clerk Eleanor Rohrbach. 


Belween 1965 and 1970, the population 


here rose from 50,789 lo 57,239. Because 
of the lare amount of growth in the far 
wesl side Elk Grove Township area, il 
has been under-represented compared to 
the cily's other seven wards. 


THE CITY COUNCIL authorized re- 


districling plans after the April, 1971, 
municipal elections, Mrs. Rohrbach said. 
Slate law requires that the wards be as 
nearly equal as possible in population. 


Mrs. Rohrbach told the Herald approv- 


al of a remap by July would allow her 
office lo prepare polling lists in lime for 


the April, 1973 city elections. 


The biggesl change in the proposed re- 


map will be in Ihe 8th ward, created dur- 
ing the most recent remap in 1967. The 
1970 census showed thai the 8th Ward, 
located entirely west of Mounl Prospect 
Road, had grown lo include 21 per cent 
of the city's residents. However, it has 
only Iwo seats on the 16-member cily 
council. 


Under Mrs. Rohrbach's plan, the new 


8th Ward would include generally the 
area of the city north of Thacker-Demp- 
ster Slreel and west of Mount Prospect 
Road. 


IF WAYCINDEN Park, an unincorpo- 


rated 
subdivision soulh of Thacker- 


Dempster, is annexed to the city, il 
would also be included in the new 8th 
ward, without unbalancing il too greatly 
in size as compared to other wards, Mrs. 
Rohrbach said. 


The parl of Ihe present 3lh Ward soulh 


of Thacker-Dempsler would go into a 
new 3rd Ward under Mrs. Rohrbaeh's 
plan. Thai ward roughly would be bound- 
ed by Oakton Street, Wolf Road, Golf 
Road, Mount Prospect Road, Algonquin 
Road and Elmhurst Road. 


Two present aldermen, Spencer Chase 


(3rd) and-Daniel Kisslinger (4th), would 
be residents of the new third ward. Kiss- 
linger's term expires in 1973, with 
Chase's ending in 1975. 


The proposed remap, however, pul 


Aid. Charles Boiek (3rd) in the new 5th 
Ward along with Aid. Arthur Erbach 
(5th), whose term ends in 1975, and Aid. 
Lois Czubakowski (5th). The terms of 
both Bolek and Mrs. Czubakowski are up 
next year and Ihey would have to fight 
for one seat if both decide to run for 
reeleclion. 


UNDER THE proposed remap, Ihe 


new 4th Ward would only have one alder- 
man, Morgan O'Brien (4th), with a va- 
cant seat open in next year's municipal 
elections. 


The present aldermen in the 1st, 2nd, 


6th, 7th and 8th wards would all be resi- 
dents of their respective new wards so 
there would be no other vacancies or 
overlaps. 


According to Mrs. Rohrbach, the new 


1st Ward would contain 6,679 residents; 
Ihe 2nd Ward, 7,134; Ihe 3rd Ward, 7,205; 
the 4th Ward, 7,391; the 5th, 7,300; 6th, 
7,251; 7th, 7,100 and the 8th, 7,156. 


Her population estimates are not ex- 


act, she said, because the federal census 
stalistics are for board census tracts. 
She expects to receive block-by-block 
residenl counls soon from the U.S. Bu- 
reau of Ihe Census.

A follow-up study of the members of 


the Class of 1971 of the four Maine Town- 
ship High Schools shows a three per cent 
drop in the number continuing their edu- 
cation in colleges and universities, school 
officials have announced. 


According to a recent report made by 


the office of Merlin Schultz, coordinator 
of pupil personnel services for Maine 
Township High School Dist. 207, about 
66.5 per cent of the 1971 graduates — 
1,644 of the 2,474 in the class — have 
enrolled in colleges. These figures com- 
pare to 69.4 per cent for the previous 
year's class. The 66.5 per cent includes 
the 513 students, or 31 per cent, who now 
attend junior colleges. 


About 3.2 per cent of the graduates 


went on to business, trade, art, dramatic, 
nursing and other special schools — 80 
students compared to 79 the previous 
year, Members of the Class of 1971 are 
a t t e n d i n g 180 degree-granting in- 
stitutions, 35 junior colleges and 46 spe- 
cial terminal schools, according to the 
report. 


The geographic distribution of those 


going to college is one per cent chose 
eastern colleges, three per cent western 
colleges and two per cent southern; 94 
per cent chose midwestern colleges and 
of these, 79 per cent chose colleges in 
Illinois. The percentage of collegebound 
students attending institutions in Illinois 
continues to edge upward from 62 per 
cen tin 1966, 69 per cent in 1967, 71 per 
cent in 1968, 75 per cent in 1969, 78 per 
cent in 1970 and 79 per cent in 1971. Five 
students from the class of 1971 entered 
f o r e i g n 
universities, according to 


Schultz's report. 


NORTHERN ILLINOIS University in 


DeKalb received the largest number of 
1971 Maine graduates, with a total of 136. 
The University of Illinois in Urbana was 
next with 131; Western Illinois University 
in Macomb, 100; Chicago Circle, 71; and 
Southern Illinois University in Carbon- 
dale, 66. 


There was a four per cent drop in the 


number of Maine graduates going to tax- 
supported institutions in Illinois — 83 per 


cent for 1971 compared to 87 per cent for 
1970. Of these, 466 are attending public 
junior colleges in Illinois and 18 are at- 
tending private junior colleges in the 
state. 


The most popular out-of-state school, 


according to the report, is Drake Univer- 
sity in Des Moines, Iowa, with 16 mem- 
bers of the 1971 class attending, followed 
by Purdue University in Lafayette, Ind., 
with 15. A total of 14 Maine graduates 
are at Carthage College in Kenosha, 
Wis., and the University of Wisconsin in 
Whitewater. There are 13 at Indiana Uni- 
versity in Bloomington and 13 at Valpa- 
raiso University in Indiana. 


The number of graduates attending ju- 


nior colleges has steadily increased, ac- 
cording to the report. Of the Class of 
1969, 424 students enrolled in junior col- 
leges, of the Class of 1970, 457 enrolled in 
junior colleges; and of the Class of 1971, 
513 enrolled The largest number go to 
Oakton Community College in Morton 
Grove, where 303 members of last year's 


graduating class are registered. Harper 
College in Palatine and Triton College in 
Northlake are the other two most popu- 
lar junior colleges with Maine graduates. 
There are 92 members of Maine's 1971 
graduates at Harper and 63 at Triton. 


THE SURVEY SHOWS that 26 per cent 


of the Class of 1971, or 640 graduates, are 
now employed in full or part time jobs. 
The number obtaining employment upon 
graduation increased from 533 to 640. 
About 3.3 per cent of the class, or 84 
graduates, are in the categories of being 
married and staying at home, unem- 
ployed, deceased, home ill, traveling or 
not located. About 26 students, 
are 


serving in the Armed Forces. 


According to Schultz, these statistics 


are based on a 99 per cent return of stu- 
dent inquiries compiled at Maine East, 
Maine West and Maine South high 
schools. Maine North did not have a 
graduating class in 1971, its first year in 
operation A total of 20 students in the 
total class of 2,474 were not located.

He is a vice 
president at the First National 
Bank of Des Plaines and will thus 
serve as an effective replacement 
for board Pres. Harold Harvey, 
who is himself a bank president. 


Also, Sheldon has, since he began 


his campaign, shown his willing- 
ness to do the necessary homework 
to form considered opinions on the 


issues facing the district. In posi- 
tions he has taken, particularly on 
tax anticipation warrants and pub- 
lic labor-management negotiations, 
he has shown the ability to cut 
through the smoke-screens of emo- 
tional arguments before taking a 
position.

NEW YORK — In the early 1900s a 


group of Russian scientists reported that 
rabbits developed hardening of the ar- 
teries after being fed a diet heavy with 
aniraal fats and cholesterol. 


Ever since then the correlation be- 


tween a diet high in cholesterol and satu- 
rated fats and heart and other circulato- 
iy diseases has been shown time after 
time in most laboratory animals. A sim- 
ilar relationship in man Is thought to ex- 
ist but there had not been definitive stud- 
ies linking diet with the nation's highest 
incidence of heart disease. 


Late in 1970. the Inter-Society Commis- 


sion for Heart Disease issued a report on 


Loti'-cholesterol recipes 


can help reduce risk of 
atherosclerosis... 


the subject that is probably the most 
complete and authoritative discussion of 
the subject to date. The ISCHD is com- 
posed of more than 100 specialists in car- 
diovascular disease representing 29 lead- 
ing health organizations. 


THE COMMISSION recommended bas- 


ic changes in the American diet to help 
cut down on coronary heart disease m 
this country. The Doctors' Save-Your- 
Heatt Diet is based upon these findings. 


"Cardiovascular diseases, most notab- 


ly atherosclerosis, constitute the greatest 
health threat to the developed countries 
of the modern world. They are respon- 
sible for over one-half of the mortality in 
the 
United States 
and almost 
in- 


calculable disability." wrote Dr. Irving 
Wtight. chairman of the commission. 


The facts about the toll these diseases 


take are well established, he said, but 
"needed research for the control of these 
dieases and the development of more ef- 
fective methods of applying presently 
available knowledge have been handi- 
capped by the lack of adequate re- 
sources."

is "regretably in a very early and in- 
adequate stage of development — the 
identification and control of environmen- 
tal factors which adversely affect human 
health control of the pollutant of air, 
water and food, the supervision of dieta- 
ry ingredients to insuie healthful food 
products; and the control of adveitismg 
of harmful products, for example, to- 
bacco "

Ave., Des Plalnes, were released on bond 


Tuesday at Niles Court. Their cases were 
continued to May 2. The third youth, 
Richard Bos, 16, of 1484 Willow Ave., Des 
Plaines, will have a hearing in juvenile 
court April 20. 


The arrests occurred about 2 p.m. Fri- 


day at Beck Lake near Central Road and 
the Tri-State Tollway east of Mount 
Prospect. 


POLICE SAID the trio tried to ex- 


change 20 to 30 "dimes" of heroin (a 
"dime" is a $10 packet) for a guitar in 
the possession of a MEG officer. 


The guitar had allegedly been stolen in 


February by Bos from a Mount Prospect 
music store. The guitar was given to an 
Arlington Heights man, who later called 
police, by a man named Richard Senior 
as collateral for a $300 loan. 


When the informant learned Senior had 


been imprisoned in Indiana, he placed a 
newspaper ad to sell the guitar. A person 
identifying himself as Bos called the in- 
forment and told him the guitar was sto- 
len and belonged to him (Bos). 


Police said the caller offered the infor- 


mant "one pound of good marijuana" for 
the guitar. The exchange involving the 
guitar and the heroin was set up during 
the second of two controlled heroin pur- 
chases made by MEG officers from Bos 
at a Des Plaines gas station in March. 


In addition to the drug charges filed 


against the three, police also charged 
Bos with the theft of the guitar. Accord- 
ing to Mount Prospect police, Senior will 
be extradited from Indiana and charged 
with the theft of property known to have 
been stolen.

Miramonti, 59, was arrested at his 


home in Northbrook Monday by FBI 
agents. He had been indicted along with 
22 other men on March 30, and warrants 
for the arrest of the 22 had been issued. 


Miramonti is the former owner of the 


Union Hotel in Wheeling. 


He was released from custody on $4,500 


bond. No court hearing date on the 
charge has been set. 


The charge, which is a violation of the 


Organized Crime Control Act, carries pe- 


nalties as high as five years imprison- 
ment, a $20,000 fine or both. 


The men arrested by the FBI were al- 


legedly involved in a million-dollar- 
a-rnonth illegal gambling business. The 
gambling activities included bookmaking 
on horse races and football games as 
well as other forms of gambling, 


Some of the men arrested were 


charged with interstate gambling viola- 
tions in connection with a link to a sim- 
ilar operation in Florida. Miramonti was 
not among those charged with the inter- 
state violations, however. 


One man involved in the gambling ring 


is still being sought, FBI officials said 
yesterday. 


Miramonti was tied to the gambling 


operation through court-authorized tap- 
ping of phone lines, the Herald learned.

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Hall Of Fame Candidate Les Zikes 
A Touring Pro Looks Ahead 


by BOB FRISK 


LES ZIKES HAS no regrets, 
Me had to make a decision three years 


ago, Me had to decide whether or not to 
accept the challenge of the professional 
bowling tour. 


At the time Zikes was considered possi- 


bly the finest amateur bowler in the 
world. He had a string of tourney suc- 
cesses that was the talk of the bowling 
field. He had eight gold medals in inter- 
national competition. 


Les also had a secure job as the man- 


ager of Beverly Lanes In Arlington 
Heights. He wasn't Involved in a lot of 
traveling and that's a big plus for any 
family man. 


However, there was that nagging ques- 


tion, an obvious question for anyone who 
excels as an amateur in any sport. How 
would I do as a professional? 


Les Zikes made his decision. He ac- 


cepted the challenge. He now has been 
driving himself through three fascinating 
but hectic and fast-paced years manag- 
ing a bowling establishment and per- 
forming on the professional tour. 
' In that time he has collected one tour 
title and about $18,000 in prize money. ' 
No, he's not satisfied. He's not dis- 
couraged either. 


Les never expected it would be easy, 


particularly when he is, in effect, han- 
dling two jobs at the same time, running 
a bowling establishment and tackling the 
rigors of the tour. 


lie knew what the challenge was and 


,hc has no regrets at making the decision 
to turn pro. He certainly doesn't intend 
to drop off the tour despite "just about 
breaking even" over the past year. 


"I'm taking one year at a time, but I 


definitely will bowl on the summer and 
winter tour again," says this very per-

IF* YOU had the choice of any major 


league baseball player for your team, 
whom would you take? 


Would it be Willie Stargell or Joe 


Torre? Or would you count on a come- 
back by Johnny Bench? Or do you figure 
that Hank Aaron still has another great 
year in him? 


And how about pitchers? Would you 


choose Fergie Jenkins or Mickey Lolich 
or Wilbur Wood? One of the four Balti- 
more starters? Or will Vida Blue be back 
in time for a big year? 


These are decisions which have faced a 


group of Herald writers, including my- 
self, «ach of the last four seasons in 
our major league baseball draft. 


All of us were ardent followers of ma- 


jor league baseball as kids. We knew all 
the players, all the lineups, who was 
starting, who was fighting for a job. who 
was tearing the cover off the ball and 
who was on his way to 20 wins. 


Since those days of youth, however, 


baseball has sort of passed some of us 
by. College.the service and our jobs have 
somewhat prevented us to follow base- 
ball the way we once did. No longer did 
we spend time studying the box scores, 
the standings, the rosters and the weekly 
batting averages. None of us could tell 
you who Is playing shortstop for the Mil- 
waukee Brewers or who is the No. 4 
starter for the San Diego Padres. 


But. now we can. Our annual draft has 


made us major league baseball fans 
again. 


the draft works much like that of the 


National Football League, Each drafter 
has one choice in each of 12 rounds. Ev- 
ery major leaguer Is available, but once 
a particular player 1$ selected, no one 
else can draft him. 


There were eight drafters in this year's 


pool which was conducted last week over 
pizzas and cool pitchers of beer. A dozen 
hitters and a dozen pitchers were chosen 
by each drafter. You keep these players 
for the entire season. 


At the end of the season, the drafter 


whose players hit the most home runs 
would be declared the winner, the draf- 
ter with the most runs batted in from 
these same players would be the winner 
in the BBI category. The drafter with the 
most wins from his 12 pitchers would be 
the winner of that category. 


For instance, my selections of Jackson, 


Melton, Bando, Oliva, Frank Robinson, 
Freehan, Epstein, Mays, Roy Foster, 01- 
lle Brown, Rodriguez and Duncan 
com- 


bined for 25-1 home runs. But I would 
have finished second to sports editor Bob 
Frisk's picks of Lee May, Howard, Earl 
Williams.Deron Johnson, Scott, North- 
rup, Hebner. Harper, Hague, Buford, Ce- 
perta and Kallne — all of whom 
com- 


bined for 267 home runs. 


To add a little more interest to the 


pool, we put token monetary figures for 
each home run. RBI, and pitching win, 
but. If you have a draft of your own, you, 
of course, can decide your own prizes, if 
any. 


A great deal of study goes into the 


draft before 'D' Day. The guys in our 
pool have been doing this for four years, 
so they know their baseball. To not em- 
barrass myself. I had to study as well. 


My main criteria for the hitters' draft 


was: 


a) Does he hit with power? 
b) Does he bat third, fourth or fifth in 


the batting order? 


e) Will he play every day (ISO games 


or more)? 


For the pitchers the criteria was: 
a) Will he be in the starting rotation? 
b) Does he pitch for a winning team? 
c) Does he have a history of arm 


trouble? 


In this year's hitters' draft, I had the 


sixth pick of the first round. By the time 
my choice came around, Aaron, Stargell, 
Bonds, Torre and Bench were selected 
by other drafters. Reggie Jackson was 
still available and I jumped at the 
chance to draft him. Somebody sug- 


gested that Johnny Mize was still avail- 
able, but the Big Cat may be too old to 
play 162 games this year, so I passed 
him by. Somebody else suggested that 
Rico Carty was still available for me in 
the first round. Rico Carty was still 
available when the draft was completed. 


And so it went each round. Billy Wil- 


liams was a second round choice, as was 
Bill Melton. Ron Santo went in the third 
round, Richie Allen (before he signed) in 
the sixth, Rick Reichardt in the seventh, 
Carolos May in the eighth and Joe Pepi- 
tone in the eighth. 


Prospect High grad Dave Kingman 


was drafted in the fifth round and Notre 
Dame High grad Greg Luzinski went in 
the sixth. 


There were a few surprises in the draft 


— by the time you get to the 90tb best 
slugger In major league baseball, you get 
anybody you can. 
To exemplify how 


much study goes into the draft, consider 
the names Jeff Burroughs and Bobby 
Darwin. Every hear of them? Neither 
had I until they were selected in the 
draft. 


In the pictures' pool, Blue and Wood 


were selected before my choice . . . 
which was an easy one, Fergie Jenkins. 
Arlington High grad Fritz Peterson went 
in the fourth round and another Arlington 
grad, Paul Splittorf, went in the ninth. 
Bahnsen went in the fourth round, Hands 
in the fifth, Bradley in the sixth and Pap- 
pas and Hooten in the eighth. 


Among the surprise picks in the pitch- 


ers' pool were fellows named Rogelio 
Moret, James Rodney Richard, Charley 
Williams, Pete Broberg and Scipio 
Spinks (yes, there really is a Scipio 
Spinks and he is alive and well in Hous- 
ton). 


I was gratified that someone selected 


Broberg in the ninth round. I once hit a 
foul ball against Brooerg in high school 
when he pitched for Palm Beach High. 


As evidence that time has gone by, 


Willie Mays was still available in the 
eighth round, Orlando Cepcda in the llth 
and Al Kaline in the 12th. Vada Pinson, 
Felipe Alou, Don Minchcr and Johnny 
Callison — all outstanding hitters in their 
day — were not drafted, neither were- 
one-time big winners Chris Short, Joel 
Horlen, Ray Sadecki and Juan Pizarro. 


Now that you have your players (you 


call them "yours" now), what do you do 
with them? 


You agonize with them every day. 
"Cheeze, Lee May went 4-for-4 yester- 


day and didn't drive in a single run." 


"Why isn't McMullen playing every 


day? Doesn't the manager know he's bet- 
ter than anybody else he's got?" 


"My pitchers can't buy a win. Did you 


see that Rick Wise pitched eight shutout 
innings yesterday and didn't get the deci- 
sion?" 


"I thought Bobby Bonds was supposed 


to be batting third this year. Then why 
does Charley Fox have him leading off? 
I can't get any RBI's from bonds when 
he leads off every day." 


Your players can bring you happiness 


or unhappiness with every passing 
day. 


Two years ago Brant Alytti, a 10th round 
pick of mine, belted two home nms and 
had seven RBI's on opening day against 
the White Sox — happiness. He ended up 
with barely a dozen homers the rest of 
the season — unhappiness. 


There are a few disadvantages to the 


draft. 


Said one Cub fan) "Last year I had 


Ron Santo in the pool. So, every time 
Billy Williams came up with the bases 
loaded, I had to hope that Williams 
struck out so Santo could have all those 
baserunners to drive in. 


"I felt kind of foolish sitting in a room 


with a bunch of Cub fans and wishing for 
Williams to strike out and Santo to hit a 
grand,slam homer." 


Of course, as It stands right now, Wrig- 


ley Field may be a very quiet place this 
summer. 


Maybe Marvin Miller should have been 


a No. 1 round draft choice. 


sonable 37-year-old who just averaged 
217 and finished 22nd among the top 
bowling professionals in the Firestone 
Tournament of Champions. 


"I probably have more expenses than 


most guys on the tour. I have to fly in 
and out because of my job and I put in 
about 28,000 air miles just since January. 
But it's the only way I can really do it at 
this stage." 


It's obvious that the best way for a pro- 


fessional bowler to approach the de- 
mands of the tour would be on a full-time 
basis. Few can afford such a luxury. The 
money is improving on the tour but it's 
not something that would excite a Jack 
Nicklaus. 


Nicklaus picks up more cash in about 


four days at golf than most bowlers do in 
an entire season of knocking down pins. 


"The tour prize money is getting bet- 


ter," admits Zikes, "and television is our 
salvation. It's been a big money-maker 
for ABC. I can remember Dick Weber 
saying once that if we ever lost our tele- 
vision contract, we could all pack our 
bags and go home. We've got a lot of 
growth ahead but people tend to forget 
that the PBA (Professional Bowlers As- 
sociation) is only about 12 years old." 


The growth of the tour has been im- 


pressive, but most of the bowlers still 
can't get by on just their tourney win- 
nings alone. Only 31 of 311 professional 
bowlers who cashed in 1971 made more 
than $15,000. 


"If I could just start to win," Zikes 


stresses, "then there would be the impor- 
tant mental factor. You have to believe 
you can win on the tour. I feel I can. Am 
I holding myself back? I don't think so. I 
feel my game has improved. I average 
about 207 but need to get up to 209-210 to 
be a consistent winner on the tour." 


Zikes never stops trying to improve his 


game, and he has never underestimated 
the importance of practice, lots of prac- 


1 tice. Bowlers like to experiment, and the 


big push now is toward plastic balls. 


"I'd say 60 per cent of the bowlers on 


the tour use the plastic balls," Les points 
out. "It goes a little straighter and 
doesn't finish as hard. It carries the pins 
better. 


"Bowlers on the tour try to help each 


other out," he continued, "but I think Ed 
Sander, who owns Beverly, probably 
knows my game better than anyone. He 
will sit for hours and watch my delivery, 
footwork, and he can be very helpful. 
I've tried movies at times but by the 
time you have the film developed you 
may be doing something differently. 
Video-tape is certainly an excellent way 
to improve your game because you can 
see it right away. I have tried that." 


Zikes occasionally gives lessons but be- 


Vause of the demands of his schedule, he 
admits "there just isn't that much time 
for it now." 


"I think every bowling house should 


have a house pro," he emphasizes, "I'm 
as guilty as anyone. Ernie (Koche) helps 
me out here, but, you know, in bowling it 
seems like too much of a hit and miss 
portion of the game. It's unlike golf and 
tennis and skiing and other sports, where 
instruction takes a higher priority. 
Bowlers have to have something to work 
on and too many times they'll just get 
discouraged and quit after a short try." 


Les has some other definite ideas on 


the bowling business. He strongly pushes 
resurfacing of the lanes every year. He's 
aware of some of the recent stories con- 
cerning doctored lanes or blocked lanes, 
conditions that create high scoring. 


"There are some houses, even in the 


Chicago area," he points out, "where 
guys average 230 or 235 for a season. 
Now, nobody's that good. What did John- 
son (Don) 
average last year on the 


tour? Something like 214 and he was the 
best of the professionals. I just don't be- 
lieve in unrealistic scores." 


"Just as an experiment once, Ernie 


and I blocked (oil or other dressing 


buildup in center of lane) a pair of lanes 
at Beverly that I was having particular 
trouble scoring on. We then put about 47 
of the 50 balls right in the pocket. But 
that just defeats the whole purpose of the 
game. That's not what the game is all 
about." 


W.hat does Les think of the rejection by 


the American Bowling Congress of the 
incredible 890 scratch series by Ray Orff 
of St. Louis? They claimed 'improper 
conditioning'. 


"Without knowing all the details, it's 


difficult to say," he admitted, "but I 
know what kind of ball Ray throws. He's 
a big, strong guy who just overpowers 
the pins. How he carried 35 strikes is 
difficult to comprehend. You can think of 
all the 10 pins alone that a powerful ball 
could leave. Even if there was a trough 
right to the pocket it still is an amazing 
accomplishment to carry 35 straight 
strikes." 


Zikes recently was one of four men 


added to the 1973 ballot of the American 
Bowling Congress Hall of Fame. At 37, 
he is the youngest ever named to the 
ballot. 


His gold-medal performances in inter- 


national competition (how many athletes

can you'think of with eight gold medals 
in any sport?) and his three straight 
ABC titles make him a leading candidate 
to be inducted into this prestigious bowl- 
ing group. 


"I've been very fortunate," he says. 


"Bowling has been good to me and just 
being nominated like this is a tre- 
mendous thrill. 


"If I ever make the Hall of Fame, 


what more could I ask?" 


Les Zikes is one of those lucky people 


who thoroughly enjoys his work. He'll en- 
joy his work more on the pro tour when 
he cashes for more money, but he's not 
discouraged. He his no regrets about 
making a decision to turn pro three 
years ago. 


"It can be difficult at times. I've 


talked to Nelson Burton and he can't see 
how I do it, how I can keep up with the 
job at home and then fly from tourna- 
ment to tournament. But most of the tour 
bowlers certainly can't make it on the 
prize money alone. Burton is an ex- 
ception. He doesn't do anything but bowl. 
He says anything else would break his 
concentration. He doesn't work but will 
practice maybe three hours in the morn- 
ing at his home in St. Louis when he's not 
in a tournament. 


"Nobody bothers him when he's prac- 


ticing. He wants strict concentration on 
his game. Concentration is so important. 
Even if I try to practice here at Beverly 
somebody always is coming up to talk or 
say hello. Don't get me wrong though. I 
certainly appreciate everyone's inter- 
est." 


Zikes is just not the kind of person who 


could ever turn his back on anyone. He's 
one of the best-liked bowlers on the tour, 
and a magazine article labeled him "Mr. 
Nice Guy." 


"That could be his trouble," the article 


said. "Les has a fine game, maybe he 
has to get a little tougher, in attitude, 
add a little more killer instinct." 


Les doesn't buy that. "I can be mean 


out there," he says. 


He says it with a smile.

QUESTIONS NEW FOUL RULE 


Sports Staff: 


There was an article in the Chicago 


Daily News (3-29-72) sports section that 
raised some questions in my mind. The 
title of the article was "New Rules Cut 
Down On Free Throws," which stated 
that next basketball season the rules of 
both college and high school basketball 
would see some major changes. 


One of those changes was if a player is 


fouled before the bonus rule goes into ef- 
fect, instead of a free throw being taken 
the offended team would receive the ball 
out of bounds. I see absolutely nothing 
wrong with this change unless the player 
fouled was in the act of shooting. Later 
in the same article it states "even a 
player who is going in for an easy lay-up 
can be fouled from behind and not get a 
free throw unless the bonus is in effect." 
Basketball is supposed to be a non-con- 
tact sport. Will it continue to be this way 
if the rule change goes into practice? 


This new rule could possibly result in a 


sharp increase in the number of injuries 
during a basketball season. It hardly 
seems justice to me, to see an offensive 
player maneuver to where he has 
achieved a distinct advantage and yet 
have the possibility of being intentionally 
pushed or grabbed with nothing to show 
for his effort except the ball out of 
bounds and the hope he might again 
achieve the advantage without the same 
result. 


It used to be -that games possibly were 


decided by free throws. Now it could be 
decided by that shot that would have 
been made if the player wasn't grabbed 
intentionally — think about it!!!!!!

is expected to move to other areas, possi- 
bly including Illinois, either by progres- 
sive transmission during the insect sea- 
son 01 by movement of an infected or 
cairier animal An excellent vaccine is 
now available to protect horses against 
VEE A number of questions have arisen 


relative to use of the vaccine. It is im- 
portant that equine owners be fully in- 
formed of all aspects of this disease and 
the vaccine.

DEMEL SAID A school district should 


experiment only with new programs and 
teaching methods, that have been prov- 
en "The board has an obligation to par- 
ents to make certain teachers keep up 
with new techniques and new equip- 
ment," he said "But the board also has 
an obligation to taxpayers to make cer- 
tain money is not being squandered " 


One of Demel's priorities, if elected,

Curly-haired and mustachioed Mike 


Zbtto Is • Marine leatherneck but doesn't 
want to look like one. 


Before his weekend drills with a Ma- 


rine reserve unit at the Ctlenvlew Naval 
Air Station, the 23-year-old Schaumburg 
hair stylist begins a rllual to shorten his 
thick tuft to comply with Marine regu- 
lations. 


He trims the hair, packs it with 


straightener, flattens the top and applies 
a heavy coat of wax to his Fu Manchu 
mustache. And when he stands a "mus- 
ter" Inspection he usually passes. 


Mike Zizoz's tactics aren't unusual. 


Most of his fellow reservists take similar 
measures to make their hair look three 
inches on top and closely trimmed. Side- 
burns are cropped to near eye level, and 
mustaches do not extend below the cor- 
ner of the mouth. 


But Zizzo and 66 Marine reserve com- 


patriots are fed up with the short hair. 
They say it affects morale, efficiency on 
the military job and most of all their ci- 
vilian lives. 


The maverick Marines slped a peti- 


tion that was sent to Rep. Boman C. Fu- 
cinski, D-lll., asking that the short hair 
regulations be less stringent. 


The petition by members of the 543rd 


Marine Reserve Air Attack Squadron 
states that the short hair regulations are 
too severe. "We feel that we have joined 
the Marine Corps to fight for freedom, 
yet have our personal freedom taken 
away for no seemingly good reason." 


AFTER Pt'ClNSKt told them to take 


the matter to their commanding officer, 
a news conference was held this week by 
four reservists to "let the public know 
what we're going through." 


"I'm in the hair styling business at 


Woodfietd," Zlzzo said, "and I have to 
wear a hairpiece for two weeks after the 
drills. I'm on the defensive as my cus- 
tomers want to know why my hair is 
short. You just have to explain that 
you're in the reserves," 


Zizzo said the reservists "don't want to 


be freaky . . .but this Is a stylish world 
and we want to look like everybody 
else." 


Sgt. Bruce Levin, a Palatine elementa- 


ry teacher, agreed. "Now we have to go 
around 28 days a month looking like an 
idiot." Levin said the Army. Navy and 
Air Force reserves "have updated their 
hair regulations. Why can't we?" 


Levin, who is in his fifth yaar as a 


Marine reservist, says his wife wants to 
protest the short hair. "She doesn't think 
it's too neat either, 


"Sixth graders notice when I go to a 


reserve meeting." he said. "I have to 
explain why I look a lot different on Mon- 
day mornings." 


PAT KOLMAN, a civilian plumber and 


a weekend Marine Lance Corporal jet 
mechanic at Glenvlew, thinks the length 
of his hair has nothing to do with effi- 
ciency on the job, "I fix the jets .. . this 
is my job and I do it," he said. "Whether 
my hair is a little longer doesn't make 
any difference." 


Kolman recalls being "pulled from the 


hell hole" where he repairs engines and 
told to get a haircut. "Efficiency was cut 
down." 


What the men want, according to Ziz- 


zo. is "to keep the hair full, a little over 
the ear and full In the back ... not over 
the collar." 


Reservist .Tim Gatto of Chicago thinks 


the Marines have taken a step back- 
wards by implementing the stringent 
hair regulations. "The Marines 100 years 
ago had beards and pony tails and they 
were socially acceptable." 


Because of the haircut policy, Gatto 


said, "the word is out not to join the 
Marine reserves." He added that the 
S43rd is not up to full strength and it is 
probably due to the haircut policy. 


"And the guys there spend most of the 


time hiding so that they won't be caught 
with long hair. We're not going to get 
much done." he said, adding that when 
someone of authority comes around "ev- 
eryone disappears."

Drug Addiction 'Sign Of The Times'

"I see drug addiction as a sign of the 


times," said the director of Odyssey 
House, a drug rehabilitation center in 
New York. "We're like caged animals 
who either bang their heads until they're 
unconscious or die or viciously attack 
anything that comes into their cage. The 
first is suicide and that's what the use of 
drugs is." 


Dr. Judianne Densen-Gerber thinks 


young people feel trapped, like caged ani- 
mals, by society's values, the way adults 
communicate with them and the way 
adults treat their young. If they don't act 
out by rioting or throwing pipe bombs 
they turn to suicide through drugs. 


"We have to prevent this kind of feel- 


ing," the psychiatrist recently explained, 
"we must get the young meaningfully in- 
volved. We need dialogue. And parents 
must get together and talk about their 
problems so they can all relate positive- 
ly." 


Positive relationships are a very im- 


portant part of the therapy at Odyssey 
House in New York. "Odyssey House is a 
living situation," Dr. Densen-Gerber 
said, "where everything In the living en- 
vironment is geared to maximizing 
people taking a look at their behavior, 
their relating to people who have the 
same authority they do and with people 
who have more power. They must go 
along with people who they must be con- 
cerned about much like a family with 
parents and older and younger siblings." 


At Odyssey House, according to Dr. 


Densen-Gerber, people are taught to 
abide by rules, respect rules and have 
care and concern for each other. In addi- 
tion (here is psychiatric intervention and 
group therapy. The 300 in-patients are re- 
sponsible for running the house. They 
also run a store which makes them par- 
tially self-sufficient. 


ODYSSEY HOUSE has 4,000 out- 


patients, many of whom run drug addic- 
tion service agencies throughout the 
country and some of the ex-addicts work 


in the courts where they help people get 
rehabilitation. Odyssey House also runs 
pre-addiction clinics for young people 
and patients publish a newspaper with 
articles on drug addiction and with origi- 
nal work by patients. 


"Through labor comes a great deal of 


human dignity — this is one great step 
toward rehabilitation — everything an 
ex-addict can do he does. I also believe 
the skills of the psychiatrist are neces- 


sary in the routine of daily living. We 
have a staff to patient ratio of one to 
one. Everything the ex-addict does to in- 
fluence the behavior or values of others 
is carefully supervised. 


"We don't have an ex-additt subcul- 


ture," she continued, "we are very op- 
posed to replacing the crutch of drugs by 
an ex-addict subculture that is different 
from the general public's. We feel an 
ex-addict must learn to return to society. 


After treatment at Odyssey the'ex-addict 
is returned to an active life." 


O d y s s e y House, which also has 


branches in Utah and New Hampshire, 
takes everyone at all times. "We have no 
waiting list but our program is hard to 
graduate from. It's two years long — at 
least, but 86 per cent of our graduated 
patients remain drug free and live in a 
non-anti-social manner. That's a pretty 
good recovery rate," she added.

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Board like Running A

"I con- 
sider it a reality of life," he said, "that 
15 years from now the city council and 
mayor in Chicago may be of a different 
color and they'll charge whatever they 
please for water." 


AT PRESENT, 72 suburbs buy Chicago 


water at the city limits at the rate of 
$.275 per thousand gallons, the same rate 
as other metered consumers in the city. 


The primary means of going to the 


lake at this time would be through the 
DAMP Commission (Des Plaines, Arling- 
ton Heights. Mount Prospect, Palatine) 
which would lay a water main directly to 
the lake. 


Mayor Robert D. Teichert said all the 


studies he has looked at show approxi- 
mately the same cost per thousand gal- 
lons for water no matter which method is 
chosen. "It comes down to the same 
price whether we go to Chicago or the 
lake." he said. "Therefore it is better to 
make a capital investment (the DAMP 
line) and then control the valve." 


DAMP Commissioner Robert Teepe, of 


Mount Prospect, was present at the 
meeting to give a status report of his 
group's efforts. 


Hopefully, he said, a line to the lake 


could be constructed and in operation 
four years from this June. 


DAMP is currently waiting for a lake 


water allocation from the state division 
of waterways. The need for such an allo- 
cation came after a Supreme Court rul- 
ing which restricted the amount of water 
that could be taken from the lake. 


Teepe said the state is promising the 


allocations will be made by June l at the 
iatest. 


Two other possibilities were mentioned 


by Teepe, both involving other commu- 
nities in the cooperative reach toward 
the lake. He said the Tree Town Wa- 
ter Commission (serving Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. Bensenville. Addison, Elmhurst, 
Lombard and Villa Park) will come out 
with a study Saturday that may help 
Tree Towns decide to work with DAMP.
